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CONKLING’S FEW FRIENDS

FIRHMNESS OF BOTH SIDES IN THE 
SENATORIAL FiGHT. 

THE EX-SENATOR’S WEAKNESS IN THE PRES- 
ENT STRUGGLE—WHO HIS 8UPPORTERS 
ARE-—RESULTS OF THE FIRST FORMAL 
BALLOTS—-LITTLE CHANGE FROM THE 
PRELIMINARY VOTING. 

ALBANY, June 1.—It is just a year ago 
that, at Chicago, Roscoe Conkling found him- 
self opposed in the National Republican Con- 
vention by a body of Republicans from this 
State who were determined that he should not 
nominate the man of his choice. In that op- 
posing body no one man was more active than 
Senator Robertson. Whatever he may hnve 
lacked of positiveness was made up by Sena- 
tor Woodin, who in the pending fight 
bas been the spokesman, the stimulator 
and the promoter of resistance to the end. 
The contest in which Mr. Conkling was then 
engaged enlisted the sympathies of a very large 
proportion of delegates to the convention, and 
behind and outside of the convention he knew 
that the people North and South were heart 
and soul applauding him and hoping that he 
might succeed. Then he was the Senator, 
powerful and active in a good cause. Behind 
his back in the convention were the famous 
806 ‘ faithful unto the end’’—not to Conkling, 
but to Grant. . 

The situation here presents Mr. Conkling in 
2 vastly different attitude. Stung with mor- 
tification at his inability to control the Presi- 
dent, and believing that the people of this 
State shared his disappointment, he has appar- 
ently flattered himself with the belief that 
the Legislature, asfrom the people, would only 
be too glad to continue and encourage the bat- 
tie with the Administration. There is no such 
cause as there was at Chicago to bind the Re- 
publican Party to Conkling. He has thrown 
away his power, destroyed his own influence, 
almost convinced his best friends of his utter 
lack of judgment, and yet expects that they 
will stand by him until the end, as the 
Old Guard stocd by him through the pro- 
longed ballotings at Chicago. For two days 
‘n the Senate and Assembly and in joint as- 
sembly a handful of his admirers has stood by 
nim. Who are these men, determined to sac- 
rifice their own chances of political preferment 
rather than vote to elect other Senators than 
Conkling and Platt? A glance at the lists 
shows that most of them come from the 
cities of the State, where the polit- 
ical managers have the machine closely 
within their grasp and send men here to 
act as instructed by the managers rather than 
to vote in accordance with the sentiments of 
their districts. In several cases votes have 
been cast in opposition toa sentiment admitted 
to be almost unanimous. Out of the nine votes 
cast for Conkling in the Senate three are 
those of New-York men, who are not, 
and never have been, free from control, 
Another Senator, from one of the river 
counties, votes notoriously at the beck of 
a * boss.”” Senator Winslow, who votes for 
Conkling, has admitted to friends that every 
vote he casts is a vote to end his own political 
existence, for Jefferson County is unequivo- 
cally opposed to Conkling’s re-election. Of the 
26 votes cast for Conkling in the Assembly, 
4 are those of New-York members who come 
here by permission of the district man- 

egers. With them a nomination is re- 

arded as equivalent to an_ election. 

f the managers are against them, 

they cannot get a nomination. If they are for 

them, there is a chance that they may obiain a 

renomination. They depend upon the uni- 

versal forgetfulness of voters to secure a re- 
election if nominated. While a New-York 

*‘Jakey’’ controls one of these men, a soho 

**Jakey” controls one of the Kings County Re- 

publicans, Collector Gould, of Buffalo, is said 

to have brought the word here from 
his city that Hurd and Bingham must 
support Conkling, but that they may aban- 
don Platt. Mr. ‘Draper, of Albany, comes 
from a district and a city in which convictions 
and policies are of small consideration, and he 
has no fears that his constituents will find 
fault with him. The remainder of the vote 
for Conkling is cast by men who are defying 
the wishes of their constituents or are deceived 
by representations from ‘‘leaders” which do 
not correspond with those made by the press. 

Still, the friends of Mr. Conkling propose to 
stand fast. They still maintain that they can 
and will succeed, No one can see clearly how 
itis to be done. Mr. Conkling’s friends have 
been declaiming in the corridors for days and 
days that submission to the will of the majori- 
ty of the cong. * isa cardinal doctrine of the 

Republicans. The majority of the Republi- 

cans, as shown in two votes taken in the Le- 

gislature, say that Mr. Conkling shall not 
again be a Senator from this State. If this 
is suggested, the reply immediately is: ‘* Oh, 

yes, well admit that; but it is also a 

cardinal doctrine that the wishes of 

the party must be expressed first in 
the caucus.” They are still tenacious of 
the caucus, hoping, if a caucus could be se- 
cured, that a sufficient number of men-could 
be induced to vote a written secret ballot for 

Conkling who dare not now stand up in their 

places and name him in jointassembly. The 

Administration men, adopting the saying that 

‘The honest man is the man who is best 

watched,” prefer to maintain the safe position 

of refusing to enter a caucus rather than ac- 

rept any chances that might accompany a 

secret ballot. 

As the time approached to-day for the 
gathering of the joint assembly the Assem- 
bly Chamber became again crowded. The 
audience yesterday was a large one, but that 
of to-day seemed to be double in size. Men 
thronged the galleries, and ladies fringed 
the circle of members’ seats and all the 
spaces behind the rail separating the 
lobby from the area reserved for mem- 
bers. All sorts of people not entitled 
to the privileges of the floor scrambled into the 
most available places they could get, crowd- 
ing members, sitting on chairs in the aisles and 
upon the low steps that mark the rows of seats 
for members. The Sergeant-at-Arms and his 
essistants brought in chairs for the Senate, 
which were arranged in two semicircular rows 
in the space before the Speaker’s desk, 
and at 12, committees from each bouse 
having announced that the respective 
nodies were ready to go into joint conven- 
tion, the Sénate, led by the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, its Sergeant-at-Arms, and Clerk, marched 
in and occupied the places provided for its 
meinbers. At the Speaker’s desk were Lieut.- 
Sov. Hoskins, Senator Robertson, and Speaker 
Sharpe. Mr. Hoskins leaned upon his cane, 

and looked weak and fatigued with the 

slight exertion of the moment. He was 
not equal to the task of ae over 
the convention, so the resident pro 
tem., Senator Robertson, called the 
joint convention to order, and called for the 
treading of the Journals of both houses con- 
waining the record of the separate vote }for 
Senators to succeed Roscoe Conkling and 


Thomes C, Platt, A comparison was made, 


und the President announced that, as no can- 
jidate had received a majority of the votes of 
the Assembly and Senate, the joint assembly 
would proceed to a ballot. 

Clerk Vrooman called the roll of the Senate, 
and as he did so the Senators and Assembly- 
men, and nearly everybody in the audience, 


compared the vote with that cast yesterday, to 
note the changes. Senator Davenport, who 


yesterday voted for George H. Sharpe, in place 
of Platt, voted this morning for Judge Folger. 
Then Senator Forster, abandoning Joseph H. 
Choate, voted for Alonzo B. Cornell. Senator 
Schroeder, who yesterday voted for Rogers 
for the Jong term and Cornell for the 
short one, reversed the position of his candi- 


jates, putting Cornell in the long term. Sen- 
itor Winslow substituted Warner Miller in 


slace of William A. Wheeler as Platt’s suc- 
sessor. In the Assembly there were 13 
shanges. Mr. Baker voted for Chauncey M. 
Depew in place of Folger. Mr. Board- 
man, who yesterday voted for Cornell 
as Platt’s ‘successor, dropped bim and 
voted for Hamilton Ward, and Mr. 
Bradley, of Cattaraugus, followed his 


example. Mr. Duguid voted for Warner Mil- 
ler in place of Evarts. Mr. Derrick, who yes- 
terday gave a complimentary vote to John M. 
Francis, voted for Crowley. Mr. Potter voted 
for Depew instead of Cornell, as yesterday. 
Mr. Seeley dropped Cornell for Dutcher, Mr. 
Sheehy gave up Evarts for Depew, Mr. Shel- 
don substituted Ward for Levi P. Morton, Mr. 
Tuttle named Cornell in place of Folger, and 
Mr. Waring voted for Depew instead of 
Choate. 

The result was announced after much time 
spent in counting up the scores of the various 
candidates. The vote was as follows:

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AFTER THE BALLOTING, 


ArBany, June 1.—Since the adjourn- 
ment to-day the Stalwarts and Administra- 
tion men have been active, the one side en- 
deavoring to induce deserters to return to 
Conkling. and the other side persuading Stal- 
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warts to join the ,majority in elect- 
ing two men of ability who will 
satisfy the whole party. The Administration 
men who know most about politics are begin- 
ning to see that it will not do for them to go 
into convention day after day and vote for 
a score of candidates. That they will en- 
counter difficulty in concentrating there 
is no doubt.. Some of the men named have 
friends who are excessively obstinate, if not 
ordinarily discreet. Mr. Depew’s friends are 
more numerous than one would be inclined to 
believe upon an examination of to-day’s vote, 
and there will be less difficulty in increasing his 


vote than in raising that of William A. Wheeler. 
The ex-Vice-President’s friends have been hers 
in force to-day. Collector Merritt has indus- 
triously urged the St. Lawrence men to stand 
by him, and Gen. Curtis, the ex-Special Agent 
of the Treasury, has been at the same busi- 
ness. There is a feeling abroad, which one 
cannot avoid discovering, that St. Law- 
rence County can afford to assume 
a modesty, although modesty in ask- 
ing for office is not entirely natural to it. 
Among the St. Lawrence men it is found that 
a great deal of constraint must be exercised 
to keep its members up to Wheeler, and it is 
altogether probable, if any trouble should 
arise about concentrating the Administration 
forees, that St. Lawrence will be found ag- 
gravating it. 

There has been a great deal of talk about the 
Delavan House to-night of the letter which 
was last night reported to have been sent by 
Gov. Cornell to Senator McCarthy ’declining 
to permit the use of his name as a candidate. 
The latest version of the story is that the letter 
was written, but not by Cornell. A gentile- 
man who spoke in confidence about it said 
to-night that he had heard very directly that 
two or three of the prominent workers in 
the canvass for Conkling had become convinced 
that something must be done, if possible, 
to transfer to Conkling the votes cast yester- 
day for Cornell. With that object, itis said, 
the letter was written at the suggestion ef one 
of the Stalwart candidates, and in the 
language given by Mr. A. B. John- 
son to THE TrmeEs’s correspondent. This 
letter, it is further related, was about 
finished when words were added 
providing that, even if elected, Gov. Cornell 
would not accept the place. A very intimate 
friend of the Governor was sent to him with 
this letter, with the request that he sign and 
then have it addressed to Senator McCarthy. 
To this proposition the Governor is said 
to haye given a 2 gett refusal. It is 
probably the merest idle gossip, but there is 
another story to the effect that Gov. Cornell 
last night refused to visit Conkling in conse- 
quence of the proposition said to have been 
made to him. He certainly did not decline to 
visit Mr. Platt, for he was in his room 
just before midnight, talking in the pleasantest 
manner to a large party of ‘the friends of the 
two Stalwart candidates, and looking ata great 
petition, said to be 80 feet in length, which 
Gen. John N. Knapp had brought from Au- 
burn. 

This petition, by the way, which was de- 
scribed as one for the return of Conkling and 
Platt, has made music in Cayuga County. An 
examination of it does hot discover any men- 
tion of Conkling and Platt. The heading of 
the petition reads as fullows: 

The undersigned, Republicans and electors of 
the County of Cayuga, respectfully advise thet you 
stand by the immemorial usages of all parties and 
submit all differences of opinion as to candidates 
forthe United States Senators to the arbitration 
ofacaucus of the Republicans of both houses 
of the Legislature, and abide by the rule 
of the majority. A contrary course of action is 
subversive of the integrity of all party organiza- 
tion, and can only lead to disintegration and de- 
struction. We further recommend that, in such 
joint caucus, you favor the selection of candidates 
of known integrity and ability, who will stand by 
the national Administration in all measures con- 
formable to the Constitution of the United States, 
and to the principles proclaimed by tne Republican 
National Convention, and who are understood to 
have sufficient independence of character to advise 
and consent to none other.” 

Assemblyman Tuthill, of Cayuga, took this 
petition, in its cover of stars and stripes, to the 
Assembly to-day to introduce it. Theorder of 
petitions was not reached, and he was obliged 
to carry it down town again. This after- 
noon a dispatch from Auburn’ was 
published in the Evening Journal saying: 
‘““Many signers of the etition pre- 
sented by Gen. Knapp, of this city, are 
disgested at being so falsely misrepresented 
by him, and claim that they signed only in the 
interest of harmonizing matters, and with the 
express understanding with Knapp that it was 
in no way favoring the re-election of Conkling 
and Platt. An indignation meeting is under 
consideration at Moravia, the home of Tuthiil, 
to request him to resign or represent his con- 


stituents.”

CONKLING’S DETERMINED BAND. 
STILL CLINGING TO THE EX-SENATOR AND 


VERY LOUD IN EXPRESSIONS OF HOPE, 


AuBany, June 1.—Early this evening 
several Stalwart messengers were sent about 
the Delavan and to the residences of members 
who had voted for Conkling in the joint as- 
sembly to invite them to a conference, to 
be held at 9 o’clock. Mr., Carpenter, Mr. 
Brodsky, and Mr. Hurd, as the men of most 
rapid action, were put at work to drum up re- 
cruits, and they succeeded in gathering nearly 
all the Stalwart band in Parlor O at 9:30. The 
conference which began at that hour, did 
not terminate until 12. There was no speech- 
making, but only an informal discussion of the 
situation, Mr. Conkling being present most of 
the time and conversing with members. Among 
those present was Mr. Evans, of Oneida, who 
to-day voted against Conkling. It is repre- 
sented by those who took part in the confer- 
ence that the Conkling men are more firmly 
bound together than at any time since the be- 
ginning of the fight, and that they resolved 
to stand by their candidates and each other 
through thick and thin. They still expfess en- 
tire confidence in their ability to elect Conk- 
ling and Platt, and are unalterably opposed 
to any motion to adjourn, and say that, 
after their opponents have got through 
talking each other to death and begin to quar- 
rel over their dozen or more candidates, 
many of them will be glad to ask for 
@ caucus and to vote for Conkling. 
No suggestion was made that either of the 
candidates of the Stalwarts might he with- 
drawn. On the contrary, it was as- 
serted most positively that the Conk- 
ling men would to-morrow’ show _in- 
creased strength in the convention, as 
several men who to-day voted against have 
reconsidered their reasons for opposing, and 
will now support Conkling. One of the plans 
for to-morrow is said to be to cast the same 
vote ‘on first ballot that was given to-day, se- 
cure asecond vote if possible, and on that 
vote develop the increase which they confi- 
dently predict they will have. 

Mr. Conkling will probably leave Albany 
to-morrow for New-York. e has an engage- 
ment to appear in court or on legal business, 
which will require his personal presence, and 
must leave his canvass for a time in the hands 
of his friends. No time is fixed for his return.

AN ADMINISTRATION CONFERENCE. 

HARMONIOUS IN REGARD TO FUTURE ACTION 


—DEPEW, CORNELL, AND WHEELER THE 
FAVORITES, 


ALBANY, June 1.—The conference of Ad- 


ministration Republicans at ex-Senator Har- 
ris’s office to-night lasted over two hours, 
and was entirely harmonious through- 
out, although the discussion was wide 


and general. Senator McCarthy presided, 


and Assemblyman Low acted as Secretary. 


Among the 61 Senators and Assemblymen who 
were present were Messrs. Woodin, Forster, 
Birdsall, Sessions, Schroeder, Steele, Skinner, 
Husted, Root, Young, and Everett, and all of 
these gentlemen, with some others, addressed 


the conference. The discussion was devoted 


entirely toa consideration of the candidacy for 


the long term Senatorship, and the best means 
of securing harmonious action to that end. The 
drift of the sentiment expressed by each of the 
speakers was that while each man had an in- 


dividual preference to assert, he was 
nevertheless prepared to lay aside his 


choice whenever the needs of the situation 
made it appear that the opinion of the whole 
body deemed necessary,a concentration on 
a candidate. The discussion showed un- 
mistakably that Chauncey M. Depew was 
in the lead as a candidate, and next to him 
were Gov. Cornell and ex-Vice-Presi- 
dent Wheeler. A single rural member evinced 
some disinclination to the idea of 
ressing Mr. Depew first to the 
ront, but said at the same time that he was 
gg dhe apt ta him and stand by him if 

r. Depew’s strength in the conference and in 
the joint assembly showed that he was gen- 
erally favored for the choice. 

Four or five of the candidates already put in 
nomination, including Tremain, Edick, Lap- 
ham, Morton, and Evarts, will be a 
in the balloting to-morrow, and without 
any effort whatever being made to 
urge concentration of vétes so early in the 
struggle, it became quite apparent that there 
would be made in to-morrow’s ballot the first 
important changes. The effect of this will be 
to increase the votes of Messrs. Cornel 
and Wheeler, but it is conceded that 
Mr. Depew will gain more than either 
of the other two named. An effort will 
be made to secure two ballots for 
each term in the convention to-morrow, and 
upon the result of that effort much of 
the future course and _ duration of 
the contest will depend. If it is fa- 
vorable, Mr. Depew’s candidacy is to 
be pressed steadily and earnestly. Some 
of the conferees spoke hopefully of an 
early termination of the contest, saying 
that the Administration men knew pre- 
cisely where they stood, and were 
confident of their ability to carry the struggie 
to asuccessful issue. None of them would 
listen to the idea of being compelled 
to adjourn without reaching a_ choice, 
but - they all expressed willingness 
not to ‘‘ push things” in such a way as to over- 
ride the fair and reasonable views and claims 
of any of their colleagues, or of any of their 
candidates. The conference adjourned until 
to-morrow evening, and most of its mem- 
bers say that after the balloting they will be 
in a position to do important ‘work and 
reach important conclusions as to the action 
to be taken on Friday.

THE EX-PRESIDENT ON CONKLING. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 1.—The Herald 
publishes an interview with ex-President 
Hayes, in which he says: ‘‘Mr. Conkling isa 
monomaniac on the subject of his own im- 
portance. He is so impressed with his own 
greatness that it has become more than eccen- 


tricity. .It is monomania. A patient often 
imagines that he is some distinguished 
character or superior being. The men 
who do his bidding Mr. Conkling con- 
siders in a state of subjection to him, and 
those who refuse to obey his dictates he con- 
siders his most bitter enemies. He thinks they 
are trying to humiliate him. Humiliateis a 
favorite term with him. In 1879, Gen. Robin- 
son asked Mr. Conkling to come and make a 
speech in Ohio. and his reply was, ‘Why do 
you ask me to come to Ohio when they have in- 
sulted me there?  ‘Insulted you! how? 
asked Gen. Robinson. ‘Why, have they 
not indorsed this man MHayes’s Adminis- 
tration, thereby making a direct drive 
at me? Conkling’s downward tendency dated 
from 1876. He then tried in every way possi- 
ble to defeat the Republican Party in New- 
York. Ex-Gov. Morgan, a candidate for Gov- 
ernor in New-York that year, was well satis- 
fied that Conkling did all in his power to 
defeat him. Conkling made three attempts to 
betray the Republican Party. This was one 
of them. The next was the Electoral Com- 
mission. He had a speech already pre- 
pared to overthrow the action of the 
commission relatives to the returns from 
Louisiana. Senator Morton discovered 
his plan and succeeded in defeating it. There 
never would have been a Pottér investigation 
committee but for Conkling. The Democrats 
were loth to go into it, and only did so at the 
earnest solicitation of Conkling. I will not 
say he falsified in this case, for I think he real- 
ly believed that the men on the Louisiana 
Board had entered into a bargain for the sale 
of that State, and Conkling assured Southern 
Senators that I would from very shame leave 
the White House in 30 days after the investi- 
gation had begun.”

ENCOURAGING REPORTS RECEIVED FROM 


SEVENTEEN COUNTIES IN THE INTERIOR, 

OmABHA, June 1.—Crop reports were received 
to-day at the office of the Union Pacific Land Com- 
missioner from 17 counties of Central Nebraska, 
Saunders County reports fewer acres cultivated 
this year than last. The season is so late, it is 
impossible to get broken land all plowed for Spring 
crops. More corn has been planted this year than 
last. The planting is not all done, and will continue 
into June. Wheat looks very well, and corn makes 
a good showing. Polk County’s prospects were 
never better. The wheat, which is all small grain, 
isextra good. The corn is nearly all planted. No 
damage is reported to crops, and farmers are 
jubilant over grand prospects of an acreage 
equal to that of last year. ,The York County 
acreage is one-eighth less than last year. 
Less wheat and corn will be harvested, 
but there will be a greater supply of flax. Small 
grain never looked better. The corn is not all 
planted yet. The seed is all right. Hamilton 


County’s acreage is about the same as last year’s. 
There will be: ne-third more of corn, one-third less 
of batley and oats. The planting is almost all 
done. There is little complaint of poor seed, and 
the Indications are unusually good. Dodge County 
reports an increased acreage of 10 per cent., mostly 
incorn. Seed isgood. Wheat is excellent, better, 
in fact, than it has been for several years. Colfax 
County's acreage may be a trifie less than last 
year’s, on account of the shortness of the season. 
More corn is expected. Less small grain has 
been planted. The indications are good. 
Boone County reports decreased acreage in 
small grain of 250 and an increased acreage 
in corn of 150. Considerable ground will lay idle. 
The planting Is about half done. Crop indications 
are good. Platte County reports a wheat acreage 
of 20 per cent. increase, with every prospect. of 
full crops, and much better than those of 1880. 
Farmers are greatly encouraged. They have nearly 
finished planting corn. There are very large acre- 
age pec. The very best grass is growing be- 
yond all expectations. This part of the State never 
had better prospects for a large harvest. No in- 
sects are repcrted, and the weather is most favor- 
able, being neither too wet nor too dry. Madison 
County’s acreage of small grain is almost the game 
as last year’s. Corn shows an increase, and 
seed-planting is about half done. The crop 
prospects are very promising. In Merrick 
County, the eastern section acreage is equal 
to that of previous years, excepting on low- 
er land. Small grain is growing finely, and 
the prospects are gooa. A large proportion of the 
corn nas been planted already. Farmers have 
been delayed by heavy rains, and considerable 
planting is yet to be done. The ground is in ex- 
cellent condition, and the seed is good. The indi- 
cations point to the best crop ever raised. In the 
western section the acreage is 15 per cent. less 
owing to the lateness of the season. Wheat and 
oats are allin and up, looking better than at the 
same time last year. Little complaint is heard 
concerning chintz bugs, and that little comes from 
chronic grumblers. Theacreage of corn is 20 per 
cent. increase, oats the same, and wheat 30 per 
eent. less than corn. Planting fs still progressing 
inthe lowlands. On the uplands corn is all up, and 
cultivation now begins. The seed was good and 
the crop prospects are far better than hoped for 
three weeks ago. Butler County has less acreage 
devoted to wheat, oats, and barley than last year. 
There is 50 per cent. increase in the acreage of flax, 
while corn remains the same as last years ‘Che 
prospect is generally good. There has been abun- 
dant rain, and the weather is favorable to the good 
rowth of everything. Howard County's acreage 
s one-third more than last year’s, making 30,000 
acres in small grain and 12.000 acres in corn, The 
small grain is all sown, and looks splendid. AlJlthe 
crops are growing rapidly,-and the farmers never 
ha better ee. Little bad seed has 
been sown. ale County’s estimated increase 
of crops is 20 per _cent., of which corn is 
about 25 per cent. The seeding is all done, and 


the crop indications are very flattering, in fact 
have never been excelled. Dawson County's acreage 


of all grains is increased fully 20 per cent. The 
planting is alldone. The seed and ground are in 
splendid condition, and there are better pros- 
pects for a verv large crop than for years. In Buf- 
falo, Kearney, and LS ge ge Counties the acreage of 
allcrops is increased 10 to 20 per cent. over last 
year’s; that of wheat is 5 per cent., and of corn 
40 per cent. The wheat looks well. The corn is 


all planted, and is mostly up. Some poor seed has 
been sown, Thecondition of all crops is even and 
good.

STOPPING POSTAL FRAUDS 


SOME OF THE FRUITS OF MR. 
JAMES’S INVESTIGATION. 

THE CASES SOON TO PASS INTO THE HANDS 
OF THE COURTS—SIXTH AUDITOR MC- 
GREW AND HIS DEPUTY DISMISSED—A 
TOTAL SAVING OF THREE-QUARTERS OF 
A MILLIONMADE IN LESS THAN THREE 
MONTHS BY MR. JAMES. . 

WasnHINGTon, June 1.—The fruits of the 
investigation of star route frauds, which has 
been quietly carried on in the Post Office De- 
partment, will soon appear. The progress re- 
cently made isso satisfactory that the legal 
machinery will speedily be set in operation. 

Col. William A. Cook, of this city, a law- 

ver who has won great reputation in 

criminal cases, and who, it is said, has 
never lost one,, has been commissioned 
special Assistant Attorney-General to conduct 
the prosecution under the direction of Mr. 

MacVeagh. Mr. A. M. Gibson, of this city, a 

member of the Pennsylvania Bar and an old 

acquaintance of the Attorney-General, has 
been employed in the preparation and classifi- 
cation of evidence to be submitted to the 

Grand Jury. He will assist Col. Cook, and 

he was retained with the approval of 

the President and prominent memfers of the 

Cabinet. A new Grand Jury will be drawn in 

this city on June 10, and the next criminal 

term of court will begin June 20. The Gov- 
ernment’s evidence against several of the 
guilty persons has been submitted to the 

Attorney-General and Col. Cook, and they are 

satisfied that there is a clear: case, wigh no 

doubt whatever about the indictment and con- 
viction of all the persons implicated. 

The dishonest star route contractors and 
their confederates are uneasy  to-night., 

Another blow has fallen. Jacob M. McGrew, 


Sixth Auditor of the Treasury, and Frederick 
B. Lilley, Deputy Auditor in the same office, 
were removed this afternoon by Secretary 
Windom. Those who are acquainted with the 
nature of the investigation which the Post- 
master-General is making have for along time 
seen no hope for these two persons. Atlast the 
time came for their dismissal. The evidence 
against them was tnmistakable, and it was 
presented to the Attorney-General. The Sixth 
Auditor’s office is a part of the Treasury De- 
partment, but inasmuch as the duties of the 
office concern the Post Office Department 
alone, they have been performed in the build- 
ing occupied by that department. The 
Sixth Auditor examines and adjusts all ac- 
oounts relating to the postal service, and his 
decisions on these are final, unless an appeal is 
taken within 12 months to the First Con- 
troller of the Treasury. He superintends the 
collection of all debts due the Post Office De- 
partment, and all penalties imposed on Post- 
masters and mail contractors. In one of the 
divisions of his office are kept the de- 
vartment’s ledger accounts, embracing 
the transactions of all Postmasters and 
contractors. In another, all accounts for 
the transportation of the mails, whether 
carried by ocean steamers, railroads, steam- 
boats, or any mail carrier, are adjusted and 
paid. McGrew 1s a native of Ohio, and is 
credited to Ohio in the Official Register. 
Lilley is a native of Obio, and is credited to 
New-York. McGrew’s salary was $3,600, and 
Lilley’s $2,250. It will readily be seen that their 
positions were among the most important 
ones in the department. McGrew had been 
connected with the department in this bureau 
for many years, having been Deputy Auditor 
before he became Auditor. Lilley’s father, a 
resident of this city, has transacted much busi- 
ness for contractors as their attorney. The 
evidence against these men has been accumu- 
lating for some time. lt was considered at a 
Cabinet meeting yesterday, and _ there 
was a unanimous decision that action 
should be taken at once. The res- 
ignations of the two men were demanded 
to-day by Secretary Windom. McGrew and 
Lilley ask for delay, but were told that they 
must resign at once. They wiil now have leis- 
ure to prepare their defense.. The officers of 
the Government withhold from the public the 
nature of the evidence against these men, as it 
is reserved for the Grand Jury. They assert 
that it is clear and convincing. 

On the 21st of April last Sixth Auditor Mc- 
Grew addressed a letter to Secretary Windom, 
in which he asserted that the charge that the 
Sixth Auditor’s office ‘‘has, either directly or 
indirectly, been in any manner connected 
with certain alleged abuses in the con- 
tract office is utterly false and unfound- 
ed. Lask,’? he continued, ‘‘that as a mat- 
ter of justice to myself, to Mr. Lilley, 
the Deputy Auditor, and to Judge R. | 
Crowell, the chief of the pay division, 
having in charge the payment of mail trans- 
portation, the most thoreugh and searching 
investigation be made into the operations of 
this fice during the past six years. I chal- 
lenge the fullest and most scrutinizing investi- 

ation of this matter, and have so advised the 

ostmaster-General.’? There is reason to 
believe that the fullest and most scrutinizing 
inveStigation was just what Mr. McGrew did 
not want and did not expect. His challenge has 
been accepted, and the investigation has been 
fatal to him. Itis believed that there will be 
at least one other removalin the Post Office 
Department to-morrow, and that it will be 
followed in afew days byothers. The dis- 
honest contractors and their confederates can 
no longer solace themselves with the belief thet 
this investigation will fail. They must seethat 
they are in the toils, and pictures of prison 
bars must pass before the eyes of some of them. 

Postmaster-General James has been at the 
head of the Post Office Department for less 
than three months, and in that short time has 
cut off or reduced a sufficient amount of 
Brady’s star service to make an annual 
saving of nearly three-quarters of a mil- 
lion of dollars, or, in exact figures, 
$745,568. The reduction in March was 
$215.490; in April, $84,531, and in May, 
$445,547. This exhibit is very suggestive 
of the corruptions and extravagance of Key’s 
and Brady’s methods. This is a net reduc- 
tion, for there has been a small addition to the 
service in some sections. It does not include 
certain reductions which must be made in the 
steam-boat service on the Mississippi and its 
tributaries, nor does it include the cost of 
routes now in operation the service upon 
which will not be renewed after the end of the 
current contract term. This great reduc- 
tion has caused hardly a ripple upon 
the main body of the service. So clear was 
the fraudulent character of the service, and so 
notorious was its history, that the charges 
which have been made astonished no one and 
awakened complaint only on the part of the 
contractors and their attorneys. These reduc- 
tions have not been made, with perhaps one or 
two exceptions, upon the routes which have 
become most notorious for fraudulent in- 
crease and expedition. Those routes are 
reserved for thorough examination. They 
were made upon routes which came 
under the eye of the department’s offi- 
cers in the course of the transaction of or- 
dinary business, and they were made at the 
beginning of the term of a new Administra- 
tion, when attention was demanded for a 


great many matters which will not burden 
the shoulders of tho officers of the department 


by and by. In view of all the circumstances 
this reduction is a very remarkable one. A 
 omgeee at the vast field in which corruption 

as prevailed and in which its results are still 
to be seen shows that the fruits of continued 
honest management of the department may 
surpass the most sanguine prediction.

WHO LEFT THE SWITCH OPEN?

THE RAILROAD ACCIDENT AT BEAR SWAMP, 
NEAR TRENTON. 

TRENTON, N. J., June 1.—The inquest in re- 
lation to the death of Mrs. Lucetta Pennington 
and Augustus Rutter, the persons killed in the ac- 
cident tothe fast trainon the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road at the Bear Swamp, five miles east of this 
city, on last Monday afternoon, was held to-day 
before Coroner Carson. The first witness was 
Lewis Silance, the conductof of the train, It left 
Jersey City two minutes late, and consisted of one 


combination and one parlorcar and three ordi- 
nary passenger coaches. The average speed run 
between New-York and Trenton is 47 miles an 
hour. The train ran off the track at the Bear 
Swamp, and witness felt the jar. He caught hold 
of the seat, them crawled out of the débris and 
went back to thecars. One person, Augustus Rut-— 
ter, was killed. Witness did not know what 
caused the accident; examined the switch; it was

notice the switch signal; if the red _ signal; 
was displayed the train should have stopped. 
Lewis Hughes, the telegraph operator and switch- 
man at the Bear Swamp, described the location of} 
the switches and their operation, and said that a, 
man ran from the switch to the danger-signal; he: 
never had the signal fail to work; it worked all 


.Tighton Monday morning. George M. Waite, as- 


sistant train-master, testified that he examined the 

switch and found that it was set forthe fourth 

track and was in perfect working order; the whole 

train had run on the fourth track and did not leave 

the rails until the switch was passed; the block- 

signal showed red when witngss got to the tele- 

graph office. Edward Osmond, the engineer, testi- 

tied that at the time of the accident the switch- 

signal was white and the block-signal green; when 

he saw that he looked ahead, and, seeing nothing - 
ahead, did not slow up; did not know that the: 
switch was wrong until the engine struck it; the 

train was traveling 50 or 55 miles an hour: saw 

some one cross the track; do not know whether it 

was the operator or not. If witness had seen the 

danger-signal he could not have stopped the train 

inside a quarter of a mile. 

Gardner Newcomb, a farmer, who was working 
on his farm near the Bear Swamp signal station, 
saw a freight train pass, and afterward his little 
boy told him that the switch had not been turned. 
Saw aman afterthe accident who came from the 
telegraph office. He said to him that the operator 
had left the switcb open. 
said, ‘‘——~if he knew,”’ and went into the swamp. 

The inquest will be resumed to-morrow.

AMERICA WINS THE DERBY

A GRAND TRIUMPH ACHIEVED BY 
IROQUOIS. 

MR. LORILLARD’S COLT BEATS THE ENGLISH 
FAVORITE BY HALF A LENGTH—HEAVY 
BETTING AT LARGE ODDS AGAINST THE 
WINNER—AN IMMENSE CROWD WIT: 
NESSES AMERICA’S VICTORY—THE STORY 
OF THE RACE. ; 

Lonpon, June 1.—For the first time since 
the Derby Stakes have been run for, they have 
been carried away by an American horse, 
and the whole world of London is asking it 
self to-night what it all means. At the meet. 
ing on Epsom Downs this afternoon, Mr. 

Pierre Lorillard’s b. c. Iroquois snatched 

the victory from 14 competitors, among which 

were some of the most famous horses on the 

English turf, covering the mile and a half oj 

the course in 2:50, and winning bya good half. 

length over the favorite, Peregrine, owneé 
by Capt. R. W. Grosvenor. Many thousand; 
of pounds were staked on the English horse, 
and those who had the courage or the sagacity 
to back Mr. Lorillard’s stable have taken for- 
tunes from the pockets of the English turfmen. 
The betting yesterday against Iroquois was 
seven to one, and when a rumor was circu: 
lated to the effect that Fred Archer, known as 
the ‘‘Demon Jockey,’’ on account of his nu: 
merous victories on the course, was not to ride 
the American colt the odds were raised ta 
fourteen to one. This rumor was soon ex: 
ploded, however, and last night the book» 
makers returned to their old figures of sevey' 


to one, and these odds were freely offered and 
given to-day just before the race, while iz 
some cases as high as eleven to one were given 
so confident were the Englishmen that Irocuoi: 
had no chance of winning, notwithstanding 
the fame and skillofhis rider. With sucl 
figures, on a race-course which is alway: 
crowded with Lords and Commoners who have 
plenty of money, and are always anxious ti 
risk it on the Derby, it can be easily seen tha 
a vast amount of money must have been trans 
ferred to the pockets of the fortunate backer: 
of the winner. 

The day opened warm and sultry, and by 
noon the sun was pouring down on the roads 
leading to Epsom Downs with a most intense 
heat. This, however, did not prevent the 
usual crowds which throng to the Derby from 
starting to-day, and the parched and dusty 
roads were filled from early morning with car. 
riages and vehicles of all descriptions, while 
thousands trudged along on foot from every 
direction to the race-course. Every English- 
man within’ reaching distance of Epsom whe 
has the money to get there is bound to go te 
the Derby, and the popular excitement ovez 
the event was as great to-day asit has beon 
on any past occasion. London, as usual, 
poured out great crowds, and it is 
announced that 19,000 persons went to the 
grounds by rail from Victoria Station alone, 
while many thousands more were carried over 
the various other routes. The Prince and 
Princess of Wales, the Duke and Duchess ot 
Connaught, Princess Louisa, the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, the Prince of Saxe-Weimar, and a 
large party of their friends went to the course 
by way of Victoria Station, arriving at Ep- 
som at 2 P. M., an hour before the grand start 
for the Derby. Very many Americans who 
are visiting London also went to the grounds 
by rail, and had the pleasure of seeing an 
American horse win the first Derby which they 
had ever attended. Among them were John 
et the tragedian; F. T. Walton, of 
the St. James Hotel, New-York; Edwin 
Booth, Maurice Barrymore and wife, Bartley 
Campbell, the dramatist; Alexander Newber- 

er, George Slosson, J. H. Haynie, Leslie 
losson, Pony Moore, Miss Pearl Eytinge, 
Howland Robbins, Frank Uffner, Joseph 
Wyard, and A. H. Hummell. 
he scene at the course beforethe race began 
was a most lively and exciting one. The hill 
was literally covered with drags containing 
ladies and gentiemen, the toilets of the ladies 
being of the most elegant description. A great 
number of tents were erected for the e of 
refreshments, while booths and shooting-gal- 
leries, and amusements of all kinds, including 
the ever-popular Punch and Judy, were to be 
encountered on every side. A vast multitude 
of people surged around the rails and packed 
the grand stand, so that it was uncomfortable 
to occupy in the heat of the day. It may be 
confidently asserted that no Derby a ever 
attracted a larger assemblage to Epsom 
Downs than that which witnessed the triumph 
of America over England. 

The great interest taken in the contest was 
manifested by the large attendance at the 
** Paddock,”’ which was thronged with ladies 
and gentlemen, all eager to examine the horses 
before the race began. The Paddock is an in- 
closure, carpeted with rich turf, and made pic- 
turesque by groups of trees, in which the 
horses are brought forth for gentle exercise 
before going on the course. Itis here that 
connoisseurs examine their ‘‘ points” and 
form judgments to guide them in their bet- 
ting. Here, too, is given what is known 
as tho ‘Paddock Parade,” all the horses 
marching around in acircle, preceded by a 
body of Police, just before being called to the 
track. Peregrine and Geologist were greatly 
admired, and the other horses had their special 
friends, but Iroquois was not in especial favor 
with the betting men. One old habitué of the 
turf made the remark that he looked as though 
he would do better over hurdles than on a flat 
course, The parade was given just before 3 
o'clock, all the starters in the Derby engaging 
in it except the favorite, Peregrine. 

Cameliard, Ishmael Msteetel, King of Scot- 
land, and Don Quixote were withdrawn dur- 
ing the morning. These withdrawals left only 
15 starters, namely: Iroquois, Peregrine, 
Town Moor, Culloden, Cumberland, Don 
Fulano, Marshal Macdonald, Fortissimo, For- 
tune’s Favorite, Geologist, Limestone, Scobell, 
St. Louis, Tristan, and Voluptuary. Iroquois 
was in the hands of England’s most famous 
jockey, Fred Archer, and all the horses 
were ridden by men who have gained a name 
on the English turf for skill and judgment. 
The horses were called to the starting-post at 
3:04 P. M., and were greeted by a great shout 
from the assembled multitude. 

At thia time the betting on Iroquois had 
gone still lower. It was evident that his in- 
spection in the Paddock had lessened his mar- 
ket value in the pools, and odds of eleven to 
two were offered against him, while the bet- 
ting was even on Peregrine and four to one 
against Geologist, the second choice of the 
crowd. The track was in good condition, but 
rather hard. The start was made on the sec- 
ond trial, the horses all being well in hand and 
behaving nobly. Marshal Macdonald got off 
first, having = a slight lead of Culloden and 
St. Louis. Following these three, who ran 
very nearly in a line, came Cumberland, Don 
Fulano, Town Moor, Geologist, and Fortissi- 
mo, and slightly to the rear of these Peregrine 
and Iroquois. The others were trailing be- 
hind. Marshal Macdonald, who was ordered 
to make the running for Don Fulano, retained 
the lead for a quarter of a mile, when he was 
lapped by St. Louis, and the two ran together 
to the mile post, when St. Louis gained a slight 
advantage. Marshal Macdonald, however, 
soon closed up the gap, but neither he nor St. 
Louis could continue the gait, and when the 
corner was reached both drop: back. Vo- 


luptuary then took the lead, but held it for 
only a moment, when he, too, fell back, and 
Town Moor, . and Peregrine went to 
the front, with Don Fulano, Scobell, 
Iroquois, and ‘ Geologist close to their 
heels. These relative positions were main- 
tained_to Tottenham Corner, when Tris- 
tan, Don Fulano, and Scobell dropped 
to the rear, and Peregrine, Town Moor, 
and Iroquois showed in front. In turning, 
Pe @ came in collision with ‘Geologist, 
nearly upsetting him, and forging ahead, took 
the lead, with Iroquois pressing him hard, and 
Town Moor close at heels. The collision

WHAT THE ENGLISH PRESS SAYS. 
AMERICAN TURFMEN GENERALLY CONGRAT- 
ULATED BY THE LONDON NEWSPAPERS. 
Lonpon, June 1.—The Sportsman, com- 
menting on the result of the race for the 
Derby Stakes, says: ‘‘ Iroquois’s victory 
was received, as it deserved to be, 
with a tremendous outburst of cheer- 
ing. Right heartily may the Americans 
be congratulated on having a _ colt 
capable of winning the Derby,and, though the 
field was confessedly one of the weakest ever 
known in point of quality and below the aver- 


age of recent years with regard to quantity, it 
will not do to rob Iroquois of one iota of the 
credit due his victory, which he se- 
cured handsomely. The American success 
is one in which Englishmen should feel 
the utmost satisfaction, as it will induce 
the Americans to send a_ further contin- 
gent of racers to England. Iroguois’s victory 
was most popular, and it took the rolicea long 
time to get Iroquois threaded through the 
crowd to weigh in. His jockey, Archer, 
was cheered to the echo, So _ hand- 
somely did Iroquois reverse his 
running in the race for the Two Thousand 
Guineas Stakes at Newmarket, that he must 
have improved greatly since the early part of 
May; butit may safely be said that heis a 
better stayer than Peregrine and is bound to 
win a lot of races.” 

Lonpon, June 2.,—The Standard says: 
"The success of Iroquois did not seem popular, 
end all the cheering was for his jockey, 
Archer.”’ 

The Daily Telegraph says: ‘‘ Whether the 
jockey Archer, Iroquois, or the Americans 
were most cheered and congratulated, it is dif- 
ficult to say, buta more tremendous ovation 
has never n witnessed.’’ 

The Times says: ‘‘ Iroquois did not seem the 
least distressed at the finish. It may now 
fairly be admitted that the Derby has changed 
from a national to an international affair.” 

The Newssays: ‘‘ We shall not grudge the 
Americans their victory, for they have shown 
great enterprise in sending thorough-breds 
all the way across the Atlantic. The triumph 
of Iroquois was received with tremendous 
enthusiasm. Among the drags was one con- 
taining John McCullough, W. J. Florence, 
and other woll-known Americans. The Derby 
is not only a national but an international 
= and the laurels won by America, will not 

grudged her by England. 

The Fost says: ‘‘ It is no secret that Iroquois 
had been amiss a fortnight previous to the 
two-thousand-guineas race, and has come on 
wonderfully since, although the general impres- 
sion was that he was over-trained.” 

Lonpon, June l.—The Daily Jelegraph thus 
speaks of the American horses this morn- 
ing: ‘‘During more than a century no pre- 
vious celebration of what M. Taine calls the 
‘ great Cockney holiday’ has seen four Ameri- 
can champions arrayed among the starters. 
Patriotism demands that the sympathies of 
Englishmen should rest rather with Peregrine 
and St. Louis than with Iroquois and Don Fu_ 
lano; but it may fairly be doubted whether it 
would not be to the advantage of that large 
and miscellaneous army of men who get their 
living out of the British turf that an 
American horse should win this afternoon. 
Mr. Pierre Lorillard and Mr. James R. 
Keene are both of them conspicuous for 
wealth and enterprise, and the triumph of 
an animal carrying their colors would be the 
signal for an immense transference of colts and 
fillies bred in Kentucky, Tennessee, New-Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, New-York, or 
Virginia from the New tothe Old World. It 
is, moreover, not alittle significant of the in- 
fluence produced by the recent successful per- 
formances of transatlantic horses in English 
races upon the value of thorough-bred stock in 
the United States that a yearling colt has just 
been knocked down in the State of Tennessee 
under the hammer for 1,500 guineas, by far the 
largest price ever paid in America for a thor- 
ough-bred yearling. 

“Tt is certain that American colts will hence- 
forth play amore noticeable partin the two 
great 3-year-old races in England and France. 
Already Mr. J. R. Keene has found a reward 
for his spirited outlay, seeing that the Grand 
Prix de Paris seems to be at the mercy of his 
fine colt Foxhall. Nor let it be supposed that 
a love for thorough-bred horses is a taste but 
recently acquired by what Mr. Gladstone 
calls ‘ our kin beyond the sea.’ For at least a 
century and three-quarters the finest thorough- 
bred blood of these islands has been trans- 
ported westward across the Atlantic. 

‘“‘Among the winners of the Derby the 
Americans have taken from us Diomed and 
Saltran, John Bull and Spread Eagle, Sir 
Harry and Archduke, Lapdog, Priam, and St. 
Giles. The list of other famous stallions of 
Belgravian mothers which have also gone West 
is as ry be the Homeric catalogue of ships as- 
sembled before Troy. Ina word, the United 
States have spent an enormous sum in buying 
the best equine stock of these islands, and 
when, as will sooner or later inevitably be the 
case, they meet witha European reward, let 
no grudging jealousies be interposed to mar 
England’s gracious and cordial reception of 
well merited victory.”’

EXCITEMENT IN THIS CITY. 
GREAT INTEREST MANIFESTED IN MR. LORIL- 
LARD’S SUCCES§S— THE BOOK-MAKERS 
HEAVY LOSERS. 

The news of the victory of Iroquois in the 
Derby was received in this City, yesterday 
morning, with the greatest enthusiasm, not 
only at the clubs and im sporting circles, but 
by the people generally, Merchants talked 
about it at their lunches and in their places of 
business, and it was the one absorbing topic of 
conversation in the street and in the cars and 
stages. It took the place of the political strife 
going on at Albany as the subject of discussion 
in hotels and bar-rooms, and the names of 
Lorillard and Iroquois were as frequently 
heard as those of Conkling and Platt had been 
on Tuesday. Everybody was anxious to get 
the details of the great race, and the news- 


boys reaped small fortunes by the sale of extra 
editions of the evening papers. Mr. Pierre 
Lerillard, the owner of the winner, received 
the news in a cable dispatch at the Union 
Club, and as soon as he announced it he was 
surrounded by a large crowd of the members 
of the club, who ee him heartily 
on being the owner of the first American horse 
that ever won the Derby. After respondin 
to the pose wishes of his friends Mr. Lorilla 
8 for Jerome Park. H was 
draped in bunting, and be was ted enthu- 
siastically by groups of club and sporting men 
all along the route. 

The pool-sellers and book-makers wore very 
long faces when the result of the Derby was 
announced. All of them had civen large odds 


against Iroquois, and all of them, as a conse- 
nee had lost heavily ontherace. On Tues- 
ay the odds were seven to one early in the 
day, but by evening they had dropped to five 
to one, and these were given freely to all who 
would take them. Yesterday morning five to 
one was given against the winner, Peregrine 
being the favorite with the book-makers, with 
Geologist second, and Iroquisthird choice. The 
pools were closed at 10:30 in the morning, and 
at this time many thousand dollars were pend- 
ing on the race. Itis impossible to give any 
accurate idea of how much money has changed 
hands in this City on the result. At Lovell’s 
l-rooms, the cashier said that $11,000 had 

n lost by that establishment alone. At 
Hackett & De Lacey’s, Mr. Hackett declined 
to make known the amount of his loss, but 
admitted that it was considerable. Both of 
these places were crowded with men yesterday 
afternoon, who paid more attention to discuss- 
ing the victory of Iroquois than to investing in 
the combinations which were being made on 
the Jerome Park races. At theJExchange of 
Kelly & Bliss, in West Twenty-eighth-street, 
the cashier informed a reporter that the estab- 
lishment had lost a scant $10,000 on the Derby. 
Of the'large amount of money wagered on the 
race, the greater part had been placed behind 
Barrett, and if he had won, $1,000,000 
would have changed hands, reponse 
few persons, except those ole) | acquaint- 
ed with Mr. Lorillard’s stable, had backed Iro- 
quois, but the odds given against him were 
so great that those few would take thousands 
of dollars from the pockets of the book- 
makers. The cashier could make no estimate 
of the amount which had been wagered except 
that invested in his own house. Atthe ‘‘com- 
mission house” of Cridge & Co. the cashier 
said that they had done a business of about 
$40,000 on the race, but he declined to make 
known the amount which the house had lost. 
In addition to the money invested with the 
book-makers many thousands of dollars were 
invested in outside bets, and in these the odds 
given were generally larger than those at the 
pool-rooms, It was estimated at Lovell’s Ex- 
change that at least $250,000 will change hands 
on the result of the race. At the other sport- 
ing resorts nobody would hazard dn estimate. 

As soon as the news was received at the 
Turf Club, Mr. Leonard Jerome suggested the 
idea of a complimentary dinner to Mr. Loril- 
lard, and by night nearly all the leading turf- 
men had joined inthe movement. The din- 
ner will be given at the club-house on Mon- 
day evening next. There is some talk, 
also, of having a display of fire-works in con- 
nection with it. Last evening the Madison- 
square front of the Turf Club was illuminated 
with Chinese lanterns from the second story to 
the roof in honor of the event. Mr. 
Lorillard drove out to Jerome Park in 
the afternoon in a T-cart, and was 
most of the time during the races on the quar- 
ter-stretch. Everybody was eager to congratu- 
late him. He returned to the City between 7 
and8 o’clock, and about 10:30 entered the Turf 
Club. Immediately he was the centre 
of a group of delighted friends, who 
pressed forward to tender their con- 
gratulations, and for a few minutes he was 
subjected to a vigorous handshaking. In ad- 
dition to oral congratulations he received dur- 
ing the day a large number of telegrams from 
acquaintances at home and abroad, and some 
from persons he does not know. One of 
the former class was from the Duke of 
Manchester. Another was from Mrs. 
Lorillard, who witnessed the racé. Mr. Loril- 
lard said last evening that his wife has never 
taken much interest in his horses, and fre- 

uently has not even known his colors when 
they came in ahead. Yesterday, being in 
London, some of her friends persuaded her to 
go with them to Epsom, and _ she 
telegraphed that mo one was more as- 
tonished than herself at the _ result. 
‘*People talk a great deal,” continvied Mr. 
Lorillard ‘‘about my success: on theturf. I 
am not very successful. Why, before this, Lhad 
not won more than one or two races this year, 
and not important ones either, but I have the 
luck somehow to win sensational races like 
this and that one at Baltimore, when Parole 
beat Ten Broeck and Congress adjourned to 
witness it. At. that time, if you remember, 
Western Congressmen said that we could not 
raise fast horses in the East, but would have 
to goto the West for winners. Yet Parole 
went in and walked away with all of them.” 
Mr. Lorillard added that he did not win 
much money on the Derby. He had 
backed Iroquois with only £300. Early 
in the Winter he backed Barrett, and hav- 
ing withdrawn him, had, of course, lost the 
money. He therefore only backed Iroquois 
enough to make himself even. After the race 
he gave Archer £1,000, and divided another 
£1,000 among the trainers and stable boys. 
The heaviest winner on Iroquois is Mr. How- 
land Robbins, of this City, who, it is said, won 
$90,000. 

The announcement of the victory of Iroquois 
created considerable excitement in Jersey 
City, where Mr. Lorillard’s tobacco factory is 
situated. A wire had been run into Mayor 
Seidler’s private office in the factory, and the 
information of Iroquois’s wonderful perform- 
ance was ticked into the office as soon as the 
race was over. The flags were flying on the 
factory building before the news was an- 
nounced in New-York. 
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THE THREE PLACED HORSES. 
THE PEDIGREES AND RECORDS OF IRO- 
QUOI8, PEREGRINE, AND TOWN MOOR. 

It is about 25 years since Mr. R. Ten Broeck 
first made an effort to winthe Derby with an Am- 
erican-bred horse. How he failed and dthers after 
him are matters of history. Mr. Sanford has tried 
it in recent years without success, but his colt 
Brown Prince ran third forthe Guineas, and that 
was alittle encouragement. American horsemen 
who had been in England, including Mr. 
Minor and Mr. Sanford, claimed that a 
first-class English horse was a stone better 
than a first-class American, and this seemed to be 
conceded. So much improvement had been made 
in breeding the thorough-bred in this country by 
extensive importations that Mr. Pierre Lorillard 
determined to prove how much the advancement 


was worth. The experiment was a very costly 
one. About a dozen years ago Mr. R. W. Cameron 
imported Leamington, and he little thought at the 
time that he would be the sire of a Derby winner. 
When Leamington was purchased Me Mr. Aristides 
Welch, of Chestnut Hill, Philadelphia, he was bred 
to Lexington mares, and the result was an imme- 
diate success, for ia his first season, with only a few 
mares, he fe such great horses as;Longfellow, En- 
quirer, and Lynchburg. Leamington came froma 
great staying family, having been sired by Faugh a 
Ballagh, brother to Irish Birdcatcher, he by Whale- 
bone, a son of Waxy. Leamington’s gdam was a 
daughter of Pantaloon and Daphne. e has trans- 
mitted all the characteristics of this celebrated 
cross to all his progeny, and notably to Iroquois, 
who has just won the Derby. Iroquois is a full 
brother to Harold, being out of Maggie 
B. B., by imp. Australian, out of Madeline, 
by Boston, second dam Magnolia, by Glencoe. She 
won the Sequel Stakes at Saratoga in 1870, and 
was avery fast mare. Iroquois was purchased by 
Mr. Lorillard at private sale, with several other 
Leamington yearlings, and was sent over to Eng- 
land soon after in company with Wyandotte, who 
returned with Parole last August, and won the 
Welter cup on Decoration Day at Jerome Park. 
He is brown in coior, withatan muzzle, and a 
white strip in the face, and is about 15%hands 3 
inches high. He was trained last year by William 
Brown, and passed through a severe campaign 
as a 2-year old.

Ascot, 
and on (Thursday, June 10, started in 
the New Stakes, 5 furlongs and 156 yards, 
but was unplaced to Sir Charles. His next race 
was at Newmarket on Tuesday, July 6, in the July 
Stakes, 5 furlongs, 136 yards, and it was this race 
that first drew attention to him as a Derby horse. 
There were 11 starters, among them the famous 
filly Bal Gal, and Iroquois ran herto a head. It 
was & great race, and won many admirers for 
him in England. Two days after this he captured 
the Chesterfield Stakes, 5 furlongs, worth 
£1,160, beating a field of nine. On July 
22 he ran in the Great Kingston Two-year- 
old, Plate, but was unplaced to Lady Chelms- 
ford.

At Doncaster, Sept. 14, he was unplaced 
to Bal Galin the Champagne Stakes, and at New- 
market, Sept. 28, was unplaced to gpg 8 pel in 
the Hopeful Stakes, but he was giving all his com- 
petitors 9 pounds.

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JESUITS EXPELLED. 


SCHOOL’ TROUBLES IN NICARAGUA—TROOPS 
RESISTED AND SEVERAL PERSONS 
KILLED. 


PANAMA, May 21.—The Star and Herald 
prints to-day the following account of a conflict at 
Leon, in Nicaragua, between Jesuits and Govern- 
ment troops, ending in a decree expelling the 
Jesuits from the republic: ‘* Leon is the seat of 
the Instituto de Occidente, and is essentially under 
the dominion spiritually of the Jesuits. Some two 
woeks agq, at the opening of the Instituto, Mr. J. 
Leonard, one of the Professors contracte1 for that 
position by Mr. Avilez when in Spain recently, de- 
livered a discourse which was distinguished by 
liberal and comprehensive views of the duties of 
the public teacher. Taking as a basis of all educa- 
tion the system of Christianity, he at the same time 
enforced the necessity of the absolute freedom of 
conscience and free speech asa necessary means to 
the éducation of freemen. The Jesuits present, 
and particularly a certain Dr. Apolonio Orosco, 
dendtinced Mr. Leonard and his talented and ac- 
complished coadjutor, Dr. Calderon, as free-think- 
ers, who were about to attack religion in the 
instruction Foe to the youth in their care. 
The 40 or 50 Jesuit fathers inthe city took up the 
hue andcry, andina day or two every house, 
cabin, hut, counting-house or tienda in the city 
wasin full possession of the statement that the 
faith of the Fathers was in danger, through the 
free-thinkers of the Leon Instituto de Occidente. 
The Jesuit fathers called upon the Bishop, his 
Grace Ulloa and Larios, who was recently conse- 
erated in this city, and represented the grave 
menace against the only true faith. His Grace re- 
plied that he did not share their fears, and 
was disposed to support the Professors of 
the Instituto in their manly stand. This 
added fuel to the sacred flame, and the 
Bishop was openly denounced as a heretic and no 
good Catholic. In the meantime the mob, excited 
by such men as Bermudez, Duvon, and others, had 
begun to make demonstrations subversive of pub- 
lio order. Bands of armed men congregated at the 
old Convent of La Recoleccion, and on the night of 
May 8, inflamed by large quantities of liquor as 
well as by the seditious speeches addressed to them 
by their leaders, they issued into the streets, and 
marched up and down, indulging in the usual noisy 
demonstrations common to such mobs. The 
troops were called out to keep order, and a fight 
ensued, in which eight or ten persons were killed, 
and apumber wounded. The rioters wers forced 
to retire on their convent, and there intrenched 
themselves, bidding defiance to the authorities. 

“The General in command, a veteran of many 
campaigns, was too old to render active service, 
although he succeeded in arresting Bermudez and 
Duvon, and sent them under guard to Managua, 
where they were placed in close confinement. The 
Government immediately took steps to repress 
disorders, one of the first of which was the ex- 
pulsion of all Jesuits from the republic. In Mata- 
galpa there were about 20 members of the order. 
The troops stationed in that city immediately 
marched to Granada, taking with them as prison- 
ers these holy brethren. Eight hundred men 
with several Gatling guns were sent from 
Managua and arrived at Leon May ii. 
These awaited only the arfival of con- 
tingents from Matagalpa and Granada to com- 
mence operations against the rebels intrenched in 
La Recoleccion, who it seems are still determined 
to resist. The Government troops are under com- 
mand of Sefior Navas, Minister of Government, a 
tirmand determined character, who bears orders 
from the Government to banish the Jesuits and 

unish the malcontents. On the arrival of the re- 
inforcements referred to, a demand will be made 
for the delivery of the Jesuits, the ringleaders of 
the tumult, among whom are said to be two re- 
spectable ladies, and the dispersion of the mob. If 
these demands are resisted Krupp and Gatling will 
have it out with the disciples of. Loyola.” 
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CONTROL OF THE PANAMA CANAL.

REPORTS CONCERNING THE 
TOCOL IN THE 
UNITED STATES. 
PanaMA, May 24.—The Star and Herald 
publishes from advance sheets of the Diario of 
Cundinamarca the following résumé of the leading 
points of the protocol, said to have been signed by 
the representatives of Colombia and the United 
States at New-York: ‘The ships of war and mili- 
tary convoys of the United States may in peace or 
war pass free through the canal without payment 
of tolls. By common consent, both Governments 
will select, in territory of the isthmus, places ap- 
propriate for forts, arsenals, coaling depots, and 


naval store-houses. ‘Ih time of peace there shall 
be no American military force on the isth- 
mus beyond that indispensable for the re- 
pair and preservation of such forts, arsenals, &c. 
in case the neutrality of the canal should be threat- 
ened, the United States are authorized to take mili- 
tary occupation of the isthmus, and Colombia will 
be obliged to co-oyerate. The ships of warand 
military expeditions of all other nations, except 
the United States, will have no right to pass 
through the canal in time of peace. Nevertheless, 
the two nations may, by a mutual understanding, 
permit the innocent use of the highway to such 
ships and expeditions. Colombia undertakes to 
enter into no negotiations concerning the canal or 
to alter the rules and regulations governing it 
without previous accord with the United States.”’ 
The Star and Herald adds: ‘** The protocol has 
been disapproved by the Colombian Senate. Mr 
Deichman, United States Minister to Colombia an 
author of the protocol, is furious. The Govern- 
ment, the Senate, the press, and the people have 
unanimously denounced the protocol. Another 
report is that the document in question was not a 
protocol to the treaty of 1846, but a separate state- 
ment of the demands of the United States Govern- 
ment, which Gen. Santo Domingo Vila hastened 
personally to lay before the Cabinet at Bogota. In 
support of this view we may refer to a recent tele- 
gram of President Nunez to the President of the 
State of Cauca, announcing that the ‘ President of 
the United States insisted on his views concerning 
the Panama Canal,’ and that ‘Colombians never 
had greater need for union than at the present 
moment.’ ‘The complications likely to occur 
through this affair are exceedingly disagreeable in 
the present situation of things in the country.”

BANISHED FROM COSTA RICA, 
PaNAMA, May 24.—Rafael Gallegos and Dr. 
Walter Riotte, citizens of the United States, and 
Roberto Montealegre, a naturalized British subject, 
who Las resided in Londod for 17 years, have been 
banished from Costa Rica by order of President 


Guardia, and and a few days ago they arrived here 
by steamer. No reason, says the Star and Herald, 
was assigned for this action. M. Gallegos is a resi- 
dent of San Francisco, has no property in Costa 
Rica, and little business but that of purchasing cof- 
fee. Three years ago he was the victim of 
outrage and violence, suffering even im- 
prisonment, which was aggravated by illness. 
On receiving at 3 P. M. on the 2d inst. an order to 
leave within 24 hours, he extended a protest before 
his Consul, Mr. A. Morrell. In his protest he avers 
that he knows of no crime, misdemeanor, 
or guilt of any character which may be al- 
leged against him, nor is he conscious of 
any offense against individuals in authority. 
Dr. Riotte received a written order to leave the 
country, and is now on his way to the United 
States with his papers and formal complaint. It 
is presumed here ihat the State Department at 
Washington may at some future period be able to 
inform him of the precise charges which the Gov- 
ernment of Costa Rica may present against him 
in justification of the outrage he has suifered. At 
present he is as*much in the dark as to his par- 
ticular offense as are his companions in misfortune.

States Senator John R. McPherson, Charles 
Siedler, Walter S. Gurnee, Henry Day, W. A. Cole, 
of New-York; James Robinson. F. W.  Lock- 
wood, of Ohio: D. FE. Culver, of New- 
York, and James 8. Negley, of Pittsburg. 
The new road will connect with the Chicago and 
Atlantic, the Toledo and Delphos, and the Burling- 
ton Roads. It will also connect with the Wabash 
system of roads. 

Batrmore, June 1.—The annual meeting of the 
Baltimore and Potomac Railroad Company was 
held to-day. The report of President Bowie was 
read, showing the gross earnings for the past year 
to have been $790,147 37, and the expenses $632,- 
663 19. Of the earnings, $748,460 39 were of the 
Washington line and $41,686 98 of the Pope’s Creek 
line. The netearnings of the Washington line 
were $177,322 82, and the loss on Pope’s Creek line

He was met at Camden station by a 
large number of prominent business men of this 
city, representing nearly all business interests, the 
Board of Trade, the President and Professors of 
Johns Hopkins University, and by Mayor Latrobe, 
on behalf of the city, who made a speech of wel- 
come, to which Mr. Garrett replied. Six hearty 
cheers were then given for President Garrett, who, 
after holding an informal reception, was driven to 
his home in the country. 

Aveusta, Ga., June 1.—The lease of the Port 
Royal and Augusta Railroad by William M. Wad- 
ley, of the Georgia Central, piaces him in undis- 
punted possession of the South Atlantic syseym and 
closes up the finest port on the Southern coast. It 
was too close and too dangerous a competitor to 
Savannah for Wadley, whose system is focused 
there, and as Western combinations were bidding 
for connection at Port Royal, Wadley leased the 
line. The Port Royaland Augusta Road was built 
in 1874, the bonds being largely owned by the Ap- 
pletons, of New-York. who also own most of the 
town of Port Royal. The portis the deepest and 
largest in the South, and during the war was a 
naval station for the United States squadron. The 
United States vessels Wyoming, Kearsarge, and 
New-Hampshire have been wintering there of late.

WALL-STREEHT LITIGATION.

COURT OF APPEALS ON DEALINGS OF 
BROKERS. 

ALBANY, June 1.—The Court of Appeals has 
handed down an opinion affecting dealings be- 
tween brokers and their customers. In February, 
1876, Levy & Newgass, of New-York, ordered 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. to purchase $100,000 worth of 
United States 1881s. Kuhn, Loeb & Co. finding 
that they could purchase the bonds at a lower rate 
in Frankfort-on-the-Main, did so, but rendered the 
bonds to their customers at the ruling rates in 
New-York. In June of the same year, Levy & 
Newgass ordered the purchase of $100,000 worth 
of United States 1867s, which Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
bought in New-York and charged a commission 
for so doing of 1-82. At the same time Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. received a cross-commission from the ven- 
dors of the bonds of 1-64. Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 
were to carry the bonds at 4 per cent. on the cost. 
In January, 1878, Kuhn, Loeb & Co. demanded 
payment of the principal and accrued interest on 
the amounts claimed to have been paid, and in de- 
fault of payment sold the bonds at public auction 
and brought suit for $12,000 deficiency, the bonds 
having fallen about 16 per cent. meanwhile. The 
brokers had sold the original bonds long before. 
Upon investigation, Levy & Néwgass discovered 
the true state of the case, and brought suit to re- 
scind the contracts. The Court of Appeals 
hold, sin reversing the opinion of the Gen- 
eral Term of the Superior Court, that Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. never executed their agency, but 
bought in Frankfort for their own account, and 
attempted to sell the bonds to their principals at an 
advance; that as tothe second lot of bonds the 
eross-commission voided their agency; that the 
brokers having agreed to carry the original bonds 
for a definite time, their sale before that time was 
a violation of their contract, precluding a recov- 
ery of any deficiency; that a contract to be bound 
by the sale of any bonds at the expiration of the 
contract time did not differ froma wager con- 
tract. Lewis Sanders argued the case for the 
plaintiffs and William Man for the defendants.

BERRIES AND GRAIN DESTROYED BY A VERY 
SEVERE 8sTORM. 
POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 1.—Special dis- 
patches to the Zagle give particulars of a terrific 
hail-storm extending from New-Hackensack to 
Fishkill Plains yesterday afternoon. Overan area 
six milesin length and a mile in width the grain 
crop everywhere has been destroyed, the corn and 
young fruit killed, and the strawberry crop ruined. 
The storm lasted three-quarters of an hour, some 
of the hail-stones being fully two inchesin diame- 
ter. The damage is estimated at several thousand 
dollars. In some places along the fences this 
morning the hail-stones were afoot deep. Addi- 
tional particulars show that the storm was very 
severe in the southern part of Ulster County, where 
acres of grain and berries were destroyed. Inthe 
highways of lower Dutchess County, in some 
places the hail-stones were i2 inches deep.

NORTH CAROLINA POLITICS.

\ STRONG MOVEMENT AGAINST THE PRO- 
HIBITION BILL. 

Rareies, N. C., June 1.—The Anti-Prohi- 
Convention of the State met here to-day, and was 
called to order by Thomas N. Cooper, of Iredell 
County, late Chairman of the Republican State 
Committee. Richard C. Badger, Republican, and 
former United States Attorney of this district, was 
made President, with the usual number of Vice- 
Presidents and Secretaries. There are 0 dele- 
gates present, a considerable number of them be- 


ing colored. The latter are taking a conspicuous 
part in the deliberations, and are being as- 
signed to different offices of the convention. 
Speeches were made by Messrs. Badger, J. 
E. Boyd, Republican. and United States At- 
torney for the Western District of this State, 
J. E. O'Hara, colored; J. T. Respass. Democratic 
State Senator, and Natt Atkinson, Democrat. It 
is said by the delegates, most of whom are Demo- 
crats, that they will never support the Democracy 
again. The Democratic speakers admitted that 
fecner entered into the question, and that it was 
ound to disrupt one or both of the parties. It 
was boldly declared that every member of the late 
Legislature who voted for the bill was politically 
dead, and that the movement would be defeated 
by a very large majority. The speeches of 
Badger, Boyd, and O’Hara proceeded from the 
stand-point that the Prohibition bill is class 
legislation; that it eontrovenes the State bill of 
right, which declares that no manor set of men 
are entitled to exclusive or separate emoluments 
or priviléges from the community, but in consider- 
ation of public services; that it is an attempt to 
take the liquor traffic from the many and place it 
in the hands and control of a few men at each 
county seat, andis an attempt at sumptuary re- 
straint and the correction of morals that must be 
righted and remedied by the influences of Chris- 
tianity and not by legislation. 

It looks very much as if the campaign against 
prohibition will be run by leading Republicans. 
Mr. Cooper is Chairman of the Anti-Prohibition 
State Committee. A newspaper appeared yester- 
day in opposition to prohibition, and another is to 
appear this week edited by a colored man, which 
is intended to circulate exclusively among the col- 
ored voters. Dr. J.J. Mott, the new Chairman of 
the ae State Committee, is here, and hopes 
that the outcome of the present agitation of the 
liquor question will result in a Republican Legis- 
lature next year. He will call his committee 
together again about the 15th of this month 
with the view of issuing anh address against 

rohibition upon the ground taken by Messrs. 
Badger, Boyd, and O’Hara, thus putting the Repub- 
lican Party officially in the field as the opponent of 
the bill. The leading Democrats of the State are 
either in favor of prohibition or are keeping silent 
for fear of being retired to private life. The situ- 
ation is such that if the prohibition men continue 
the fight the Democratic Party will be reduced 
to a minority in this State. Resolutions expressive 
of the views of the convention were adopted.

KILLED BY A BOILER EXPLOSION. 


THE ACCIDENT FOLLOWED BY A FIRE~—THE 
BOILERS IN CHARGE OF A FIREMAN ONLY. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 1.—Soon after 12 
o’clock to-day a boiler in Gaffney & Co.’s dye 
works, in Kensington, exploded with disastrous 
effect. Thé report was -heard for a great dis- 


tance, and in a short time a great crowd 
gathered at the scene, and the wildest excitement 
prevailed. The men were just about quit- 
ting work when the explosion took place. 
Many were knocked down by ‘the flying débris. 
Frederick Descher, Thomas Cody, and Mrs. Han- 
nah Dooley were on the steps of a house di- 
rectly opposite when the explosion § took 
place. Descher was struck and instantly killed, 
and the others were injured, but not dangerously. 
Frank Harbison, an employe, was taken out of the 
ruins dead, and Robert Bradley, alad of 4 years, 
was killed by the flying débris. Others in- 
jured were Louis Lehr, John Harbison, Albert 
Stevenson, Jobn Morrison, and Nellie and Michael 
Duffy, children. The dye works took fire after- 
ward and were destroyed, together with stock, 
involving a loss of about $20,000; fully in- 
sured. Following the explosion the débris was 
sent in all directions, striking the fronts of houses, 
breaking the windows, and creating great con- 
sternation. The boiler was blown fully 400 yards, 
forcing its way through the back brick wall, 
through two fences, knocking down posts, and 
landing in the railroad depot yard in front of the 
works. 

There was no engineer on the premises, and only a 
fireman was employed. He has a scalp weund 
and is badly scalded. He was dragged out 
from under a tank. His name is Dennis 
Cully. He was never in charge of an engine, 
but had been previously employed as a fireman in 
another dye works. There were three plain cylin- 
der type boilers, 30 feet long and 36 inches in diam- 
eter.on the premises. T'wo were connected, and 
the third, which exp!oded, was set separately, fired 
separately, and fed in front. It wasthe front head 
that gave way. The water was shut off from the 
other boilers while the injector of the single boiler 
had the steam and water both turned on, showing 
that the injector was working at the time of the 


explosion.

CHARGED WITH ABDUCTION 


THE LATEST INCIDENT IN THA 
SENSATIONAL HILL CASE. 
THE HUSBAND SECRETLY REMOVES HIS 80N 
FROM A SYRACUSE SCHOOL—HIS ARRES7 
IN THIS CITY—WHAT 4 STEAM-BOAI 
FLIRTATION LED TO. 


The domestic troubles of Charles A. Hill 
and his wife, who was Miss Lizzie A. Adams, at- 
tracted attention early last year, when divorce 
proceedings instituted by Mrs. Hill were tried at 
Bridgeport, Conn. Another sensational incident 
growing out of their estrangement oceurred 
yesterday in the arrest of Mr. Hill for abducting 
his son, Frank Adams Hill, aged 16, at Syracuse, 
N. Y. Mr. Hill is well known in China and 
America as the confidential friend of the Premier 
of the Chinese Empire and the manager of the 
trip made by Gen. Grant from Shanghai to Peking. 
He was born in 1832, at Naples, Cumber- 
land County, Me. and his father was a 


farmer. .The lad preteed by an education 
by no means liberal, and in 1857 he was a 
clerk in a country store at St. Anthony, Minn. 
From there he went to California, and in 1860 en- 
tered the employ of H. Fogg & Co. and went to 
Shanghai where he was joined by the Hon. Horatia 
N. Twombiey, who, by the death of an uncle, had 
become the resident manager of the firm. In Min- 
nesota, while on a steam-boat, he had made Miss 
Adams’s acquaintance, and a correspondence be- 
tween them resulted in an engagement of mar- 
riage. She was the daughter of aland agent and 
speculator of Syracuse, N. Y., and when Hill wrote 
from China claiming her hand and asking her to 
come to him, her friends demurred, and tried to in- 
duce Mr. Hill to come to America and get married. 
Mr. Hill’s salary was then about $7,500 annum, 
but he could not, he wrote, very well afford the ex- 
pense of the trip; besides, his employers were loth 
to dispense with his services for so long a time, 
After much correspondence, Mr. Hill succeeded in 
inducing Miss Adams’s family to consent to her 
voyage to China, andin 1864she went there and 
was married. 

The next year Mrs. Hill took passage for America 
in a sailing vessel, under the care of Capt. McGil 
vry. Mr. Hill was then partner and manager in 
Shanghai of the firm of Thomas Hunt & Co. Soon 
after arriving in this City Mrs. Hill became the 
mother of two fine hoys. The following year Mr. 
Hill followed his wife to America, aad tomatned 
until 1867. when he went to Nicutschwang in the 
employ of Jardine, Mattison & Co. He had al- 
ready become famous in the Celestial Empire 
owing to his enterprise and ability, and dur- 
ing the rebellion of 1863 had leased a steamer 
to the Chinese Government, which was lost, and a 
claim involving $170,v00 in principal and interest is 
x outstanding. In 1868 Mrs. Hill followed him to 

leutschwang. In the Yellow Sea the steamer on 
which she was 4 passenger was wrecked, She and 
her children were saved and taken ona junk to 
Shanghai, where oné of the boys died from the 
hardships gee on the survivors. Two years 
later Mrs. Hill returned to America with her son 
Frank. Her husband soon followed. He had trans- 
ferred all his reali estate to her. and the income 
from it was about $8,000 a year. Later a one-half 
interest in the property was given to him. Mr. Hill 
tried to induce her to again return with him to 
China, but she refused, pleading that her health 
would not permit her to make the voyage and that 
she intended to go to Europe to attend to Frank’ 
education. Mr. Hiil returned to China, and in 1872 
Mrs. Hill went to Europe, but she did not, as her 
husband expected, take her child with her, and 
there is a scandalous story about her relations with 
a friend whom she met in Havre. She remained in 
Europe less thana year. Meantime Mr. Hill was 
still in the East. 

In 1876 Mr. Hill came home, and with his wife 
and son visited the Centennial Exhibition. He 
went again to China, and was back in America in 
the Autumn of 1877, being interested in the im- 
peachment of Consul Seward, and it was said that 
he was instrumental in securing a result favorable 
to that gentleman. Uptothistime Mr. and Mrs. 
Hili’s relations had been of the best, and he knew 
of no cause for any dissatisfaction on the part of 
his wife. From thetimé of her marriage he had 
dealt liberally with her. He gave her all 
the money she asked for, helped to sup. 
port her a who had_ becore impoverished, 
and intrusted her with about $300,000 to invest. 
When her accounts were examined bad invest- 
ments had swallowed up $200,000, and the balance 
is yet unaccounted for. Mr. Hill asked his wife to 
be more economical, and decided on winding up 
his business, the proceeds of which would give him 
a fortune of about a quarter of a million of dollars, 
exclusive of the claim against the Chinese Govern- 
ment. He also begged his wife to return to China 
with him for the last time. She appeared to gladly 
consent to the request, and he went to Wash. 
ington, parting with her affectionately. At 
Washington he received a telegram from her 
saying that as they were going away soon she 
would meet him in New-York and have a good 
time. Instead of his wife. Mr. Hil! met in New- 
York the Sheriff of Fairfield County, Conn.. wha 
served him with papers in a divorce suit instituted 
by his wife on the grounds of infidelity, desertion, 
and drunkenness. The husband prepared to meet 
the issue, but business compelled him to go to 
China at once, and when he was ready to return 
and defend the suit the Premier begged 
him to remain and aid in the reception 
of Gen. Grant. He consented, and did 
not return to America until September, 
1879. Mrs. Hill's lawyers were compelled to press 
the suit, and in March, 1880, she having failed to 
estaolish her charge, it was dismissed. Mr. Hill 
had prepared papers in a counter-suit, but with- 
drew them. Before this, Capt. McGilvry. who was 
empowered by Mr. Hill to negotiate a settlement, 
had been attacked in a hotel in Bridgeport by 
Mrs. Hill. who wounded him with .a water-pitcher 
because he spoke slightingly of her brother. He 
sued her for $15,000, and she entered a suit for 
$10,000 for slander. These suits were withdrawn 
at the termination of the divorce proceedings. 

Mr. Hill went to China a year ago to wind up his 
business. He arrived in New-York on the 2ist ult., 
prepares to take possession of his son and educate 

im. Mrs. Hill and her son were then stopping at 
her grandmother’s at Syracuse. Mr. Hiil went to 
Washington to transact business, and was at Syra- 
cuse on Tuesday afternoon with a friend. He 
found the school which his son attended, hired a 
carriage, and posted his friend within sight of the 
carriage and the school entrance to signal when 
Frank left. At 4o0’clock the signal was seen by 
the father, the carriage was driven toward the 
school, and when Frank came along his father de- 
scended and embraced him. The lad said, ‘Oh, 
papa! is it you?’ and he replied, ‘* Yes, it’s 
your papa, Frankie,” and asked him fo get into 
the carriage. When they were seated an order 
was given to the coachman, and the vehicle went 
away atarapid rate. Frank askedif Mr. Hill was 
not going to his grandmother’s, and was told that 
the visit would not be paid that day. Ata village 
inn near Syracuse Mr. Hill instructed his boy to 
write a letter to his mother informing her that he 
was with his father.and that they were going 
to Néw-York. The letter was sent, and as 
soon as Mrs. Hill received it she notified the 
Chief of Police, who telegraphed to Superin- 
tendent Walling to arrest Mr. Hill and 
his son, and a _ warrant which had 
been issued would be forwarded. Inspector 
Byrnes detailed officers, who recognized Mr. Hill 
as he left the Oswego express train at Hoboken, 
followed him to New-York, arrested him, and took 
him to Police Head-quarters. Mr. Hill and his son 
were immediately sent to the Jefferson Market Po- 
lice Court, when Justice Murray remanded Mr, 
Hill until the afternoon, when it was expected Mrs. 
Hill and the warrant would arrive. Neither came, 
and Mr. Hill was not again taken to court. He 
sent for Mr. Twombley, and Messrs. M. D. Wil- 
ber and W. P. Richardson were engaged 
as counsel. They went before Justice Dono- 
hue and secured a_ writ of habeas corpus in 
the case of Mr. Hill, which is returnable at 10 A. M. 
to-day. They telegraphed to Syracuse asking if a 
warrant for Mr. Hill had been granted, and Mr. M. 
A. Knapp, the City Attorney, replied in the nega- 
tive. Messrs. Wilber and Richardson sav that Mr. 
Hill cannot be punished for what he did, as he is 
the proper custodian of the child until a court of 
competent jurisdiction orders otherwise. Frank 
occupied the cell with his father at Police Head- 
quarters, and appeared delighted with his lot. 

Last night F. Shug, Criminal Deputy Sheriff at- 
tached to the District Attorney’s office at Syracuse. 
arrived at Police Head-quarters with a warrant for 
the arrest of Mr. Hill signed by County Judge Riegel. 
There also arrived Mr. W. P. Goodelle, a lawyer, 
who will look after Mrs. Hill’s interests.

JUDGE PRATT ON THE MEDICAL WITNESS. 

At the meeting of the Medico-Legal Society 
last evening, Judge Calvin E. Pratt, of Brooklyn, 
read a paper entitled the ‘‘Medical Witness.” 
Forensic medicine, or medical jurisprudence, as it 
was usually styled—the application of the princi- 


ples of medical science to the determination 
of legal issues—was known, Judge Pratt said, 
to the ancient Egyptians, the Jews, and the 
Romans. but its modern development dated from 
the statutes of Charles V. of Germany, who was 
the first in the Carolin code to detine and specify 
the duties and relations of expert testimony. 
From this starting-point in modern jurisprudence 
expert testimony had gone on increasing in im- 
portance and precision until it was now well-nigh in- 
dispensable in courts at law, and its applications 
were practically almost innumerable. la nearly 
«ll cases of contested wiils the expert came in to 
show testamentary capacity, and in cases of sud- 
den or violent death it was _ indispensa- 
ble in determining the cause and conyict- 
ing the criminal. if criminal there be. 
In cases where the expert had to make a 
post-mortem it was not enough merely to finea 
wound or lesion that might have caused death. 
The physician ought to examine all the cavities of 
the body, so as to be able to say that there was no 
other cause of death. He recalled a case where, 
in undertaking to force an entrance toa public¢ 
hall, aman was stabbed in sucha manneras t¢ 
seveyan intestine. But the cause of death, on ful 
invescigation, was found to be, not the stab, as would 
have been inferred If the autopsy had not been 
thorough, but the rupture of an aneurismal tumor. 
Judge Pratt went on to give advice as to prepara- 
tion to appear on the witness stand, to define the 
rights of meaical experts in court and their duties, 
and to explain the best method of giving evidence 
in order toconvince the jury. He did not regard 
physicians as exempt from the duty that devolved 
upon all citizens, to assist when necessary in fur- 
thering the ends of justice. But they could not be 
asked to make special preparation or special ox- 
aminations without compensation. paper was 
discussed by Dr. Johnson, of Brooklyn, and others.

ARGUING FOR WHITTAKER 


——__~-.-—— 
EX-GOV. CHAMBERLAIN SUMMING 
UP A FAMOUS CASE. 
A LOGICAL PRESENTATION OF 8TATEMENTS 
—WEST POIXT ‘‘ CHIVALRY’? ROBBED 
OF ITS GLAMOUR--AN ENORMOUS MASS 
OF TESTIMONY UNDER REVIEW. 

The Whittaker court-martial convened yes- 
terday to hear ex-Gov. Chamberlain sum up the 
vase for the defense. There was an unusually 
large attendance, In opening his able argument, 
ex-Goy. Chamberlain reminded the court that it 
«vas four months and a haif since the court con- 
yened, and four months lacking two days since it 
began its daily sessions. The result of this long ses- 
sion was the collection of 7,000 pages of testimony, 
much of which is complicated, while some of it is 
conflicting. The magnitude and difficulty of such 
an undertaking as the review of this mass of 
matter could be appreciated by the court. After 
reading the charges against Whittaker, which 
aceuse him with having slit his own ears and other- 
wise mutilated himself, and with having sworn 
falsely before the court of inquiry at West Point, 
the speaker called attention to a number of passages 
from legal authorities defining the rules of evidence 
and their application. to courts-martial. Having 
disposed of these preliminaries, he plunged fairly 
into his argument. He never knew, he said, ofa 
ease so abounding in antecedent improbabilities. 
The theory of the Government is that Whittaker 
mutilated himself to escape the result of being 
backward in his studies. Did Whittaker himself 
imagine he had inflicted so severe wounds as to 
compel him to seek the hospital and there be al- 
lowed to remain till, having fallen behind in his 
studies, justice should require that he be given an- 
other year at the Academy? But his wounds were 
known to himself to have been too slight to disable 
him, and, asa matter of fact, they did not disable 
him for a single day. Standing on the threshold 
of an examination of this case, then, we find, said 
counsel, that Whittaker’s wounds were exactly 
sufficient to constitute an indignity and insufficient 
to constitute a disability. Self-mutilation is a crime 
exceedingly repugnant to human nature. True, it 
is practiced in the Army, but.I never heard ofa 
case that did not proceed from means somewhat 
commensurate to the ends to be attained. I never 
knew a soldier to merely slit his ears or scratch his 
hands to escape military duty. Now, it has been a 


common remark that West Point 1s on trial here as 
well as Cadet Whittaker. As for myself, I don’t 
propose to try West Point. At the same time, 
that institution is here in the testimony and 
I cannot eliminate it. The fact of the 
peculiar relations arising from Whittaker’s race 
cannot be overlooked. Those relations were non- 
recognition. non-intercourse, compulsory isolation 
as to all unofficial matters. Whittaker was the 
only colored Cadet at the Academy. He was an 
outcast from Cadet society, and even from human 
recognition—a youth without a blemish on his 
character, yet not one Cadet out of the 400 with a 
heart brave enough or just enough to oy ** good 
morning’ when he met him on his pathway. I 
would not animadvert upon this condition of things 
if it had not been sought to justify the course of 
the Cadets with the excuse that every man has a 
right to choose his own company. In recorded 
history there is not to be found such another case 
of isolation in the miast of beings that are sup- 

osed to be human as that of Cadet Whittaker at 

Jest Point. It is claimed that the training of West 
Point tends to create a high tone of honor and hon- 
orable dealing. If there were Cadets there base 
enough to commit this crime they were base 
enough to deny it. If there is anything in a West 
Point training that would place the Cadets above 
the level of committing such a crime as this, why 
not give Cadet Whittaker the benefit of believing 
that the same training would have restrained his 
own hand from such ay outrage? 

Continuing, counss] said: There are three main 
questions of fact presented to us: Did Cadet Whit- 
taker mutilate and tie himself? Did he feign un- 
consciousness inthe morning? Did he write the 
note of warning? -There are only two theories as 
to the mutilation and tying—that he planned and 
carried it all out himself, or that he was in fact 
assaulted and injured by others. The Government 
has selected and must prove the former or the ac- 
cused is entitled to an acquittal. If at one point 
the proof fails the theory is broken. ‘The circum- 
stances attending the discovery of Cadet Whitta- 
ker on the moruing of ye 6 are not in dispute. 
As to the general tact of the tying, what is there 
to negative the idea that others did it? Washe not 
tied as others would have tied him?’ It is in evi- 
dence that great difficulty was experienced in loos- 
ening the knots binding Whittaker’s feet and 
wrists, afd finally they had to be cut. What 
motive could Cadet Whittaker. if he had done the 
tying, have had in inflicting much unnecessary and 
additional pain as resulted from the tightness of 
these bonds?’ Could Cadet Whittaker, or any 
other man, tie such knots on his own feet and 
wrists? Here, as well as anywhere, we may speak 
of the tying by Cadet Burnett. Burnett is the 
young man with whom Whittaker has had a difii- 
culty. We tind him a swift and eager 
witness against Whittaker. He undertakes to 
tie himself in presence of the court, and 
this is produced as evidence that Whittaker 
committed the outrage himself. His method of tying 
himself ona bedstead without mattress or bed- 
clothes is presented as the method probably 
adopted by Whittaker. Now, will some one tell us 
what Whittaker did with his mattress and bed- 
tlothes while he was thus tying himself? The mat- 
tress must have been removed to enable him t> tie 
himselfinthat manner. If he removed it, how 
did he get it back with his feet tied to the rail ana 
his hands tied also? If Whittaker cut himself he 
must have done it before he tied himself to the 
bed, otherwise he could not have placed the traces 
of blood where they were found in the room. If 
he had done the cutting before he tied himself, 
then his bloody hands would have left their prints 
on tLe mattress and bed-clothes. As a matter of 
fact, there isn’t a word of evidence showing that 
gither of these articles hada drop of blood on them. 

some inference is intended to be dfawn from the 
fact that Whittaker’s hair was found in bunches, 
instead of being scattered over the floor as in cases 
of ordinary hair-cutting. ‘vhe hair was in bunches 
because it wascut off in bunches. It is in evidence 
that the cutting must have been done with a pair 
of sharp scissors; that one of the cuts is fully an 
Inch and a half longer than could have been made 
by the blades of Whittaker's scissors, and that 
Whittaker could not have done the cutting because 
the cuts were so clean acd neat. The scissors 
pores in Whittaker’s room are small, and dull and 
cose. It is not possible that they could have been 
ased in this operation. 

Ex-Gov. Chamberlain took up and discovered 
with great minuteness of detail the various circum- 
stances relied upon by the Government to connect* 
Whittaker with the outrage—the broken looking- 

lass, the blood-stained Indian club, the pocket- 
fandkerchiet and necktie found in Whittaker’s 
room, the burned papers, and the dimly burning 
gas-light. The evidence in regard to the Indian 
club was full of inconsistencies and was harmless. 
If Whittaker had smeared his own blood upon it, 
then evidences of that same blood would have 
been found in the vicinity of the spot where the 
club lay on the floor. If the smearing was for the 
purpose of misieading, was it not quite as reason- 
able that it should have have been done by assail- 
apts as by Whittaker? Astothe pocket-handker- 
chief there was not in reality the slightest evi- 
dence to connect it with Whittaker. While, a8 a 
matter of fact, there was evidence that Whittaker 
never marked his own handkerchieis in the spot at 
which the marking onthe handkerchief in court 
had been cut out. The necktie was unlike any 
necktie served out by the Commissary. Not hay- 
Ing been issued by the Government, it therefore 
fell under the head of contraband articles, Would 
Whittaker have been likely to have had a contra- 
band articie loose in his room at this particular 
time? Every test of probabilities was in favor of 
the idea that others, not Whittaker, had dropped 
the necktie. The burned papers were next 
discussed, and the theory considered that 
Whittaker was connected with their burning. 
The leaf of a Bible was among the burned scraps. 
It was not probabie, ex-Gov. Chamberlain argued, 
that this Bible, which bore all the marks of con- 
stant usage, and which had been Whittaker’s dailv 
companion for yezers, would have been wantonly 
mutilated by Whittaker. Wasit not more natural 
that another than Whittaker should have torn its 
sacred leaves and touched them to the match? 
The dimly burning gas-light and the remains of the 
taper fitted exactly the theory that Whittaker had 
been assaulted by others. It was against the rules 
to burn the gas efter acertain hour. There was a 
chance of discovery if it wasturned too high. 
It was turned low, therefore to give the assailants 
the outlines of the room, and then the portable 
taper was employed to carry out the details of the 
outrage. x 

The hdur of 3 having arrived, ex-Gov. Chamber- 
lain closed his argument for the day. He will re- 
sume it at 11 o’clock this morning.

P THE HUNTER'S POINT NUISANCES. 
The time fixed by Gov. Cornell for the pre- 
vention, abatement, or removal of the great nui- 
_fances that have for years existed at Hunter's 
Point expired yesterday, and unless the owners or 
managers of the establishments which have been 
declared public nuisances have complied with the 
requirements of the Governor’s proclamation sum- 
mary measures will be taken for their prosecution. 
The nuisances created by the many oil refineries, 
fat-rendering and bone-boiling establishments, and 
manufactories of fertilizers clustered about New- 
town Creek were recently the subject of investiga- 
tion by & committee of the State Board of Health, 
consisting of the Hon. Erastus Brooks, Dr. Elisha 
Harris. and Dr. J. Savage Delavan, and their re- 
port was submitted to the Governor, who, after a 
careful examination thereof, agreed with the com- 
mittee that the establishments complained of were 
publie nuisances as at that time conducted, and 
ander the provisions of section 8 of chapter 332 of 
the Laws of 1880 issued his proclamation ordering 
the prevention, abatement, or removal of the nui- 
ganves on or before the ist of June. 
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DAMAGE DONH BY RATS. 
Rats on the ocean steam-ships frequently 
flamage the contents of mail-bags so badly that 
some packages of books, newspapers, merchandise, 


articles are found to be utterly useless 
gh ergl arrival at the Post O fice in this City. 
Last Saturday an English gentleman received 


a package which had been posted his agent 
in London. It contained four leases handsomely 
engrossed on large sheets of parchment. When 
the package was removed from the bag it was 
found that the rats had cong away the envelope 
and made several holes in the parchment. The en- 
grossing having cost £70, the gentleman presented 
a bill for that amount to the Post Office, but as the 
laws of the United States, as well as those of Great 
Britain, provide that the postal revenues shall not 
be liable for injuries to articles transmitted through 
the mails, itis not likely that the claim will be 
allowed. Postmaster Pearson has reported the 
case to the department at Washington, suggesting 
thatit be brought te the notice of the British 
postal authorities, in order that measures might be 
taken to require the mail steamship companies to 
adopt some plan for the better protection of the 
mails during transportation.

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VANDERBILT AS A WITNESS

WHAT HE KNOWS ABOUT THE TEL- 
EGRAPH CONSOLIDATION. 
CLOSE. OF MR. WILLIAM8’S CASE AGAINST 
THE WESTERN UNION—MR. VANDER- 
BILT’S INTERVIEWS WITH JAY GOULD 
AND SIDNEY DILLON. 

While thesuit of William S. Williams against 
the Western Union Telegraph Company and others 
was on trial before Judge Truax, in the Superior 
Court, Equity Term, it was agreed between the 
counsel that upon the return of Mr. William H. 
Vanderbilt from lurope he should be examined as 
a witness for the plaintiff. When:Mr. Vanderbilt, 
entered the court-room yesterday he looked hale 
and hearty. His direct examination was conduct- 
ed by Mr. Robert Sewell, of counsel for the 
plaintiff, Williams. It was directed to ascertaining 
what negotiations took place between him and 
Jay Gouid respecting telegraphic combinations 
prior to the time when the agreement for the 
consolidation of the properties of the 
three telegraph companies—the Western Union, 
the American Union, and the Atlantic 
and Pacific—was entered into. Mr. Vanderbilt 
said, in response to the first four questions ad- 
dressed to him by Mr. Sewell, that in January, 1881, 
he was a stockholder in the Western Union; that 
he met Jay Gould at his own house on Sunday. 
Jan. 9, and that he had no previous meeting with 
that gentleman ‘“ directly® concerning telegraphic 
stock. Answering a question as to whether any 


of his previous meetings with Gould were ‘ indi- 
rectly’’ connected with telegraphic stock, he said: 
“T had a number of interviews with Mr. Gould 
atter my return from Europe—about Nov. 1; from 
that time until Jan. 9, and some weeks thereafter, 
a@ number of interviews with him in regard to rail- 
road mattera and matters connected with the 
Wabash Road, and on one occasion, about two 
weeks after my return. the subject of telegraphing 
came up; that is the only time I remember talking 
with Mr, Gould upon that subject.” 

_Q.~—May I ask what was said on that occasion 
about telegraph stock? A.—Nothing was said 
about the stock, 

Q.—What was said about.the company? A.—I 
declare I cannot remember what was said. 

Q.--Did what was said have any effect upon your 
mind with respect to the value of your holdings i 
stock in the Western Union Telegraph Company? 
A.—I had a large amount of stock at that time. 

Q.—Did the result of this conversation affect 
your mind in respect to your judgment of its 
value? A.—NO, Sir. 

Q.—Did you sella large amount of stock shortly 
after the meeting? A,—Yes, Sir. Some two or 
three weeks after that I hada conversation with 
Mr. Gould; it was abouta matter concerning the 
s ipak 7" company. 

Q.—Whatever was said about the telegraph is 
what I want to get at. A.—The purport of that 
conversation was whether something could not be 
done to adjust the difficulty between these two 
companies. 

Q.—Was that before or after you sold the stock ? 
A.—Before. 

Q. —And from that time down to this meeting on 
the Sunday at your house you had no meeting with 
Mr. Gould at which the :elegraph was alluded to? 
A.—I do not want you to understand that the re- 
sult of that conversation was the cause of my sell- 
ing that stock. 

Mr. Sewell—You did not say so. 

Mr. Vanderbilt—No, Sir; butif you want that I 
will give it to you. 

Mr, Sewell—I should be happy to hear it from 


you. 

Mr. Vanderbilt—While I was in EuropelI held 
my usual amount of sto¢ék—not a very large 
amount. I had held it fora long time as an in- 
vestment. While I wasin Europe I heard of an 
effort being made to get the control of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company's stock, and I tele- 
graphed to somebody and I bought a large amount 
more of stock, a larger amount than I would have 
held under any circumstances; and after my re- 
turn and my conversation with Mr. Gould I should 
have sold, probably, because the election took 
place in the latter part of October; I should prob- 
ably have soldthe amount of stock downto my 
reasonuble investment, whether I had a conversa- 
tion with Mr. Gould or not. That explains that. 

Q.—Prior to this conversation ®n Sunday you 
had no conversation except this one that you 
speak of in the middle of November with Mr. 
Gould on the subject of telogrephing? A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—-At the time you had this conversation on 
Sunday did you have any considerable amount of 
telegraph stock left? A.—Oh, yes; yes, Sir. Ihad 
sold a large amount, but I still had what people 
would call a large amount. 

Q.—Was it a large amount compared with your 
usual holding of the stock? A.—My usual nolding? 
yes, Sir; it was about half what I had whenI went 
to Europe. 

Q.—How did you come to writea note to Mr, 
Gould and ask him to come to your house at 9 
o’clock that Sunday evening? A.—With the money 
I got from the proceeds of my stock—from the sales 
of the Western Union—TI invested very largely in 
Western railroads, and among others, bought some 
40,000 of Union Pacific stock. Mr. Dillon knew 
that I was a very large shareholder there and 
waited upon me, and we talked over Union Pacific 
matters a number of times, and I think a number 
of times he came to my house; and, a day or two 
before this, I think, Mr. Dillon came in, andin the 
course of conversation it turned to telegraph mat- 
ters, and from something he said it gave me the 
idea that this wasa good time to negotiate the 
matter. I think on that Sunday morning Mr. Dillon 
called at my house. Iam pretty sure he did, and 
after he called, from what he had said, I wrote that 
note to Mr. Gould. 

Q.—Did you make Mr. Gould any proposition on 
the understanding of what passed between you on 
that evening? A.—I cannot say exactly what 
passed. We had a long talk, and there was not 
any difference at all between Mr. Gould and my- 
self in our minds about the property. I thought 
we both understood the subject of the condition 
of the company, and it was not worth while for 
me to tell Mr. Gould anything about it, forhe 
knew as much about the Western Union Telegraph 
Company as I did. 

Q,—Was there not something saidin your talking 
about taking the American Union at $10,000,000, 
and increasing your capital of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company to $70,000,000? A.—No, Sir; 
that was not said with Mr. Gould; at least it did 
not make any impression. upon me. 

Q.—You do uot think that you talked figures at 
all with Mr. Gould A.—No; I told Mr. Gould 
there had been a great pressure brought upon me: 
that I had sold my very large interest, and I told 
him there was a good deal of uneasiness about 
it: that the year before the company had 
$1,000,000 surplus, and that at that time the 
surplus was about gone, and the stockholders 
were getting very uneasy, and I hada good many 
people coming and discussing with me about the 
matter, both inthe board and out, and, of course, 
I was anxious that people should not get the im- 
pression that I did not take any interest inthe mat- 
ter. They supposed that I had less stock than I 
really had, but they considered me nominally out 
of it, and if anything could be done for the benefit 
of the concern, the stockholders or anything of the 
kind, I was perfectly willing to do it. Idid not 
Wish to evade any responsibility, but take my full 
share of anything that could be done; I told Mr. 
Gould, among other things, of the letter I had re- 
ceived from Mr. Hatch, and he said that he had not 
any controlling interest. 

Q.—He said that Mr. Hatch had net a controlling 
interest? A.—That he had not—that it was true 


. what Mr. Hatch had written. I asked him what 


was the feeling among his people—whether he 
thought that the matter could be adjusted as be- 
tween the two companies; and he sald that so far 
as he was concerned he was anxious that it should 
be. I said to him, * Well,” says f, ‘* I will commu- 
nicate with my people—the Western Union people 
—to-night, and to-morrow I will let you hear from 
me, and if you will put yourself in communication 
with your people, we will see if we cannot bring 
about a meeting of the representatives of the com- 
panies, and see if anything can bedone.” That 
8s about the end of it, and he went away. 

_Q.—Did Mr. Gould tell you how much Western 
Union stock he then held? A.—No, Sir, he did not 
say whether he held one share, or how many. 

q.—At the- next meeting what arrangement was 
mede that you and your friends should retire from 
the directory’ A.—None, : 

Q.—Was there nothing saidjabout that at all? A. 
—No, Sir, nothing was said except what was sald 
by me. I volunteered to say afterward, when they 
taiked about arrangements, that my son-in-law, 
Mr. I greece & was a very active member of the 
board and the Vice-President; that I was goin 
to take him away from there anyhow; that I ha 
plenty of work for him to'do in my own concerns, 
and Il wanted him to leave; but Idid not saya 
word about leaving, or anything of the kind, for I 
had no such intention at that time. 

Q.—You did afterward’ A.—Not until I consid- 
ered the lawsuits over, and then I left,andIfound 
afterward they were not, or I should not have left 
until they were. 

Q.—Your son resigned? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—Your son-inlaw resigned? A.—My son-in- 
law resigned immediately. 

Q.--Mr. Barger resigned? A.—Mr. Barger re- 
signed without my knowingit. He sent in his res- 
ignation, and I did not know it for three or four 
days afterward. 

Cross-examination by Mr. Vanderpoel: 

Q.—At the time you had these conversations 
with Mr. Dillon, there was an active litigation 
going on between the Western Union and the 
American Union Telegraph Companies over the 
rights of the American Union a Company 
along the Union Pacific Railroad’ A.—Yes, Sir.

FIREMEN ON STRIKE.

THE STEAM-SHIP COMPANIBS DECLINE TO 


; BE DICTATED TO. 

The Steam-ship Firemen’s Protective Union 
has demanded an increase of $5 per month in the 
wages of firemen on the coastwise vessels. Yester- 
day the men cn several of the lines struck because 
the increase was refused them. Three of the Alex- 


andria Line steamers are lying at Pier No. 3, North 
River, but one of these will sail to-morrow. A 
clause in the articles prepared for signature by 
her crew provides that the men shall be held partly 
responsible for any fines for smuggled goods found 
on the vessel. This the men say is one of the. rea- 
sons why they would not sign the articles. Alex- 
andre & Son have refused to pay the additional -$5 
per month, and will employ green hands for fire- 
men and coal passers on the City of Alex- 
andria, which sails to-day. Mr. Seaman, of 
the firm of Clark & Seaman, agents of 
the Cromwell Line, said that: the union 
firemen on their vessels had been discharged, 
The company would not stand being dictated to by 
the society. He said he was sorry for the dis- 
charged men, most of whom were good firemen, 
but if they submitted to the managers of the union 
they must take the consequences. One Cromwel 
steamer sailed for Halifax yesterday and another 
arrived Tuesday evening from New-Orleans, The 
union firemen on both these vessels were dis- 
charged, and their places were filled by men who 
have had experience in firing. ‘*‘We have had no 
trouble so far,” said Mr. Seaman, ‘‘and we do not 
expect any,”’ 

The George W. Clyde, of the Charleston Line, 
sailed yesterday afternoon with new firemen, the 
old hands having refused to work at the present 
rates. The firemen have also Jeft the City of Co- 
lumbia, of the same line, which saiis on Saturday. 
The company eay they will not accede to 
the terms asked by the men. None of 
the firemen in the employ of Morgan’s 
or the Old Dominion Line © struck  yes- 
terday. They were awaiting the result of the 
siruggle between the other companies and their 
employes. If the latter are successful it is thought 
the men on these two lines will strike also. The 
firemen on the Newport, of Ward’s Havana Line, 
struck yesterday. This vessei isto sail this after- 
noon. The places of the strikers will probably be 
filled by Germans who have had experience at fir- 
ing. The Saratoga, of the same line, arrived on 
Tuesday, but will not sail fora week yet. Her men 
have not struck yet.” There are no steam-ships of 
the Mallory Line about to sail; and none of the fire- 
men on the vessels of this line which have arrived 
in the last few days have struck as yet. The strik- 
ers hope that one or two companies may be in- 
duced to givein, and in that event they expect that 
the other companies will follow suit. They say 
that, considering the work they are obliged to do, 
their demands are quite reasonable. The 
strike has been attended by no disturbance 
whatever. The deck-hands on the steam-boats 
City of New-York and City of Lawrence, of the 
Norwich Line. struck for anincrease of $3 per 
month as soon as the vessels were docked yester- 
day morning. Atnoon many of the men decided 
to return to work at the old wages. The places of 
the others were filled by new hands, and the Nor- 
wich boats were only delayed ashort time. The 
agents say they will not take back any of the

GERMANS AT THE TARGET.

MEMBERS OF THE SCHUETZEN CORPS CON- 
TENDING FOR KINGLY HONORS. 

The New-York Schuetzen Corps began to 
celebrate yesterday its twenty-fourth annual festi- 
yal at Schuetzen Park, on Union Hill, New-Jersey. 
Two hundred and fifty of the members assembled 
in the morning at their head-quarters, No. 197 
Bowery, where a large number or carriages 


awaited them. They were all dressed in light uni- 
forms, with military felt hats. Capt. George Aery, 
who has repeate:ily been elected President of the 
corps, assumed command. A delegation was sent 
to the residence of the schuetzen king of last year, 
¥. W. Mertens, td escort him to head-quarters. 
The procession, preceded by a band of music, 
started at 10 o’clock, and moved down the Bowery 
to Broome-street. thence through Orchard-street, 
Division-street, Pike-street, Henry-street, Mont- 
gomery-street, Madison-strect, again through Pike- 
street, Division-street, Eldridge-street, permacer- 
street, the Bowery, up to Fourth-avenue, Tenth- 
street, to Christopher-street, and thence to Chris- 
topher-street ferry, where it crossed over to Ho- 
boken, and called on Major Bush, the grandfather 
of the corps. Thence the members rode direct to 
Schuetzen Park, where they partook of lunch and 
refreshments, and in the afternoon began shooting 
for prizes.

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In joint convention yesterday 158 votes 
were cast for United States Senators, being 
one vote less—that of a member of Assem- 
bly—than the total of the separate votes of 


the two houses. Of these Mr. ConkKLING 
received '35 votes. and Mr. PLATT 29, the same 
numbervas on Tuesday. There were slight 
thanges in the vote given to other 
pandidates, and Wirtiam A. WHEELER and 
SHERMAN S. Rocers now lead the Admin- 
astration candidates for the short term, with 
r2-and 15 votes respectively, while Caaun- 
ogy M. Depew and Atonzo B. CorNELL 
lead the anti-Platt candidates for the 
long term, with 25 and 11 votes 
respectively. On the short term list, 
however, Gov. CorRNELL has another 
10 votes and Mr. Rogers 1 vote, so that the 
strength of these candidates may. be reck- 
pned at 21 and 16 votes respectively. On 
the vote for Mr. Pxiart’s successor the 
Republicans opposed to Piatt lack but 4 
votes of a majority, while on the Conkling 
vote his Republiean opponents lack 10 of a 
majority.

‘fhe Administration Republicans, deeming 
Success to be within their reach in the 
election of a successor to Mr. Pxart, are 
devoting their attention to effecting a 
upion upon a candidate for the long Sen- 
atorial term. Mr. Depew seems to have 
the largest following, with Gov. CoRNELL 
‘and ex-Vice-President WHEELER next in 
order of strength. To outside observation, 
she chances of disposing of one of the Sen- 
atorships without reference to the other 
appear to be decidedly slim, and it is 
difficult to imagine such a choice as 
that of Mr. Cornet failing to carry 
With it the election of his associate. Con- 
centration on CORNELL would possess at 
least the recommendation of acting as a sol- 
veut on the Conkling ranks, which are re- 
ported as more compact and more san- 
guine than they have been during the 
last two days. They claim at least three 
hew votes from unspecified sources to-day, 
nnd profess to be able to win in the end 
from the sheer inability of their opponents 
to unite upon any candidate. All of which 
is very much in the line of the confident 
professions and empty performances which 
have, so far, marked the course of the Conk- 
ling campaign. :

While there are several aspirants for the 
nomination of the Readjusters’ convention 
to the office of Governor of Virginia, there 
is no indication of persong! contests likely to 
imperil the harmony of the party after the 
nomination has been made. Col. CamERon 
expects to be the candidate, but declares that 
if disappointed he will enter heartily into 
the canvass for his suceessful rival. The 
eims and objects of the party are evidently 
regarded as mors than personal claims. Even 
Gen. MAHONE is credited with an ambition 
to be the candidate, but does not let it appear 
in his earnestness in promoting the harmony 
pnd success of his movement. This shows 
that the Readjusters’ Party has vitality in 
it, and it is quite apparent, at the same time, 
that its vitality is not derived from the debt 
question. That is regarded as practically 
settled, and on neither side is it the subject 
of chief interest. The young blood and 
progressive spirit of Virginia. are in arms

against Bourbonism and determined to 
overthrow its power. Before that deter- 
mination personal considerations have to 
give way, and there isevery reason to be- 


lieve that the candidate will be selected most 


likely in the judgment of the convention to 
win support. 


The Sixth Auditor of the Treasury and 
his Deputy, whose duty it was to examine 


and adjust all accounts relating to the postal 


service, and who challenged ‘‘the fullest 
and most scrutinizing investigation’’ of 
their connection with the star routes, 


have been requested to send in their 


resignations. These immaculate public 
servants evidently labored under the same 
delusion as ex-Senator Dorsry about the 
certainty of the star route scandal blowing 
over, and while they were allowed to remain 
in office the ring and its confederates found 


solid reasons for encouragement. As Mc- 
Grew and LILuey will be followed into 
retirement by several prominént employes of 
the Post Office Department, the hopes of 
the members of the ring are likely to be re- 
duced to a consideration of the expediency 
of turning State’s evidence. Meanwhile, 


the Postmaster-General has been ahle, 
in less than three months at the 


head of his department, to show an 
annual saving of three-quarters of a million 


of dollars, and to present such prospects of 
further retrenchment without the least de- 
triment to the efficiency of the service as to 
warrant the belief that the Post Office may, 


at no remote period, be made self-sustaining. 


Even men who are utterly out of sym- 
pathy with horse-racing feel a little thrill of 
patriotic joy on learning that an American 
horse has won the Derby, the greatest of 
all the turf contests in Great Britain. Our 
national pride is as great as that of any 
other people, and the bare fact that the 
name of an American horse stands at the 
head of the great English race-course, to- 
day, will induce the average American citi- 
zen to cry, ‘‘Let the eagle scream.’’ 
When the Derby was won, in 1865, by 
the French horse Gladiateur it was 
said that the bitter Anglophobists of 
France cried, ‘‘ Waterloo is avenged !’’ We 
have no revenges large enough for even this 
little victory to make good for us. But we 
are glad that in a contest which is a mighty 
matter in England, though a light affair 
here, the American colors lead all the rest. 
Since the Hungarian horse won in 1876 
there has been no foreigner victorious on the 
Derby until now. And it seems fit that 
while almost every American product is 
challenging the admiration of Europe, we 
should be able to claim a triumph on a field 
in which we have not hitherto won any 
considerable laurels. 


THE CUSTOM-HOUSE AND THE SEN- 
ATE. 

Probably the New-York Custom-house 
was never an object of so much attention as 
it now is. The resignation of two Senators 
of the United States at a time when their 
presence was necessary to a bare majority 
for their party, for the avowed reason that a 
Collector of this port had been nominat- 
ed by the President whose conduct 
in politics they did not approve, 
has naturally given the Custom-house a na- 
tional importance. It is claimed by their 
friends that the Senators were not actuated 
by any desire to control patronage, or by 
any personalambition, yet the fact that the 
new Collector was iikely to use the Custom- 
house against them is plainly the only 
change in the situation of which they could 
seriously complain. They chose to throw up 
their commissions as a protest against this 
change, hoping, as it now appears, that the 
Legislature would send them back, with au- 
thority from the State to demand that the 
change should be annulled or that the party 
should be divided by a long quarrel between 
them and the President. It would be dif- 
ficult to conceive of a more unjustifiable de- 
mand, or one which brings out more clearly 
the attitude which Mr. ConKLIne@ bears to- 
ward the whole question of patronage in 
politics. 

It is now evident that the Legislature, 
bowing to the plain wish of the people, will 
not respond to this hope on the part of the 
Senators. But it would be a very great mis- 
take to infer that the people on that account 
wish that the Custom-house should be used 
against Senator CoNKLING or the faction of 
which heisthe chief. They do net wish 
that Mr. Conxuine shall dictate ap- 
pointments there,. or that he shall 
be pitted against the chief Execu- 
tive in a four years’ struggle’ over 
patronage. A majority beyond doubt of 
both parties believe that the right of the 
President tc nominate at his discretion 
should be maintained, and that the preten- 
sion of Mr. Conx.1ne is untenable, danger- 
ous, and absurd. They regard his re- 
cent course as a curious product of 
folly, arrogance, and _ vicious political 
ideas, which they . would like to 
see rebuked by his complete failure in 
the Senatorial conflict. But they do not on 
that account wish to see the mischievous 
system of which he has been the chief ex- 
ponent continued, with a change only in the 
management. They would regard it as no 
great improvement to see Senators sent 
to Washington who would maintain 
that system, with the sole difference 
that they would act in opposition to 
CoNKLING and in harmony with the Presi- 
dent. On the contrary, much of the oppo- 
sition to Mr. ConKLING comes from general 
and.active disapproval of the use of patron- 
age in politics, and from men who do not at 
all fall in with the motives generally 
ascribed to the President in the nomination 
of Judge Rosrrtson. 


This is a point which should be kept 
clearly in view at Albany. The Custom- 
house has, in the last two years, been to 
some extent taken out of politics. The ap- 
pointments and promotions in the service 
there during that time have been determined 
by merit and not by favoritism. If the 
rules which have governed them could be 
enforced in good faith and made permanent, 
political patronage would be abolished in no 
very long time in that very important 
office. It would be a _ great gain 
to the harmony and stability of the Repub- 
lican Party, and to the purity and efficiency 
of the service, if the new Senators, who- 
ever they may be, should faithfully promote 
this purpose. We have already been com- 


pelled to point out that the nomination of 
Judge RoBERTSON was not a guarantee of 
any such result. On the contrary, there was 
only too much reason to suppose that his 


possession of the office would tend to 


endanger the rules now prevailing. It 
would be a serious misfortune if this infer- 
ence were confirmed by the result of the 
Senatorial elections. It may be too much 


to hope that the men who are to be chosen 


to succeed Messrs. ConKLING and PLatT 


should be known as friends of the reform 
that has been made; but they ought, at 
least, to realize that the establishment of a 


new ‘‘machine’’ in the place of the old 


one, @ mere change in engineers, would 


fall very far short of what the Republican 
Party desires and expects. There are, un- 
fortunately, some indications that this fact is 


not appreciated at Albany. The violent ex- 
ertions of a number of the executive officers 


of the State Government in favor of the ex- 
Senators are met by tactics which augur 
ill for the independence of . their suc- 
cessors. But it ought to be clear, even 
in the heat of a contest which ex- 
cites so many personal passions, that 
the general interest of the Republicans 
throughout the State is awakened by the 
principles involved, and not by the claims of 
persons or factions. It is known that Conk- 
lingism, in its latest aspect, is oppressive to 
the free expression of party opinion; it is 
the arbitrary and despotic ru'e of the ma- 
chine, and the remedy for itis not to per- 
petuate the same methods under differ- 


ent control, but to select men who 


will fairly represent the whole party, 
and who will seek no interference with the 
free manifestation of its wish and purpose. 
Sensible and impartial men in the position of 
Senators would sooner or later perceive that 
the only way to accomplish this is to divorce 
the civil service from politics. At present 
the least that should be done is to send men to 
the Senate who are not compromised in the 
opposite direction. If this be not done, it 
will be found that the victory gained will be 
avery barren one, and that into the house 
swept of the unclean spirit of Conklingism 
may enter other evil spirits worse than the 
first. 


. PARTIES IN VIRGINIA. 

The party led by Gen. Manone in Vir- 
ginia, and generally known as that of the 
Readjusters, holds a State Convention at 
Richmond to-day. Candidates are to be 
nominated for the principal State offices, 
anda canvass is to be entered upon for the 
control of the Administration of the Old 
Dominion in all its branches. The party 
of Gen. Manone is_in State politics di- 
rectly opposed by that of the Fund- 
ers or Bourbon Democrats. The lo- 
cal financial question out of which the 
antagonism has ostensibly grown is one 
which is not very clearly understood and 
does not excite any intense degree of inter- 
est in this part of the country. While the 
Readjusters are denounced as repudiators, 
they claim to be more concerned for the 
honor and credit of the State than their op- 
ponents. They maintain that a certain por- 
tion of the old debt of Virginia, incurred 
before the division of the State, should of 
right be borne by West Virginia, but, 
without attempting to settle definitely 
the equities of the case or to as- 
sign to the latter Commonwealth an 
obligation that it might refuse to accept, 
they propose simply to readjust what they 
are willing to regard as their own share of 
the burden on a new basis. They have at 
least the merit of making a definite proposi- 
tion to the creditors of the State, and prom- 
ising to abide by,it. Their claim is that this 
proposition will free the credit of Virginia 
from the entanglements of the past and meet 
all the obligations to which she ought to be 
held. The Funders, white opposing this 
proposition and clamoring for a recognition 
of the entire nominal debt of the State, have 
never yet given any substantial indication 
of a disposition to provide for its payment. 
They make loud claims to honor and regard 
for the credit of the ‘‘proud old Common- 
wealth,’’ but they do not insist on paying 
the taxes necessary to meet the interest and 
provide for the redemption of the principal 
of the debt which they affect to regard asa 
sacred obligation. 


This question of readjusting or funding 
the debt was a practical issue in the State 
when this controversy began. To a certain 
extent it is so still, but it did not furnish 
ground enough for a new division of par- 
ties. It gave the occasion or served asa 
pretext for a revolt from the rule of the 
old Bourbon Conservatives of the State. 
The division which has grown out of this 
debt controversy is really between the hide- 
bound, sectional, and reactionary Democ- 
racy that clings to the past and resists the 
changes of the last twenty years, and the 
progressive and liberal element of the na- 
tive white population. The Mahone party 
accepts the doctrine of nationality, recog- 
nizes the equal rights of citizens» and 
promises to the negroes protection in the 
exercige of the privileges which the Consti- 
tution and the laws declare to be theirs. It 
is this part of its creed and its practice 
that has won the attention of the Nation to 
its contests and entitles it to the respect of 
the people of the North. It is this which 
gives more than a local significance and im- 
portance to the canvass which is about to 
open in the Old Dominion. 


But the Readjusters of Virginia are Dem- 
ocrats. Gen. Manong, when taunted by 
Senator Hitt with being a renegade, de- 
clared that he was a better Democrat than 
the gentleman from Georgia. As a politi- 
cian he is ambitious and decidedly practical. 
When his single vote constituted the balance 
of power in the Senate, he ranged himself 
with the Republicans, because in no 
other way could he make himself 
a power and advance his purposes. 
He was, no doubt, willing to have the 
favor and assistance of the Administration 
as against its Democratic opponents. It 
might be extremely useful to him. But all 
this did not make him a Republican. He 
has won to his support not only the more 
liberal of the Virginia Democrats, but many 
white Republicans and still more of the col- 
ored voters. Aside from the financial con- 
troversy, his liberal aims and purposes 
were calculated to produce that result; 
but while he is willing to derive all 
the help he can get from Republicans, 
he has never shown any disposition to go 


over to their standard. The Republicans 
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may join him in detail or in mass, but he 
has no intention of joining them. It seems 
to be generally agreed that, notwithstanding 
Gen. Manone’s alliance with the Republi- 
cans in the Senate for purposes of his own, 


he would lose the bulk of his present sup- 
port in Virginia if he were to avow himself 
a Republican. He cannot do it without 
political ruin, and apparently he has no de- 


sire to do it at that or any other price, 


But there is still a Republican Party in 


Virginia which will refuse to be absorbed 
by the Readjusters. It will doubtless main- 
tain its organization and its independent ex- 


istence, but to what extent it will retain its 


voters remains to be seen. It has no reason 
for ranging itself with the Mahone party on 
the State debt question, and while sympa- 
thizing with its liberal tendencies and 


purposes, will not feel called upon 
to surrender its name, its separate exist- 
ence’and its relations with the great na- 
tional party of freedom and equal rights. 
But the present attitude of parties in Vir- 
ginia suggests a question as to the course of 
future division in the South. There is no 
doubt a tendency to division among the na- 
tive whites of that section, a division that is 
to separate the liberal and progressive ele- 
ment from the Bourbons and produce an 
antagonism which will promote the cause of 
equal rights and of justice to the colored citi- 
zen. But there is also a rooted aver- 
sion to the Republican Party, due to causes 
which we will not now stop to analyze, that 
will probably prevent either faction from 
coalescing with that organization. That 
aversion and the persistency of the Repub- 
lican Party itself will retard the tendency 
to division, for a three-fold arrangement of 
political forces is impracticable. Itis diffi- 
cult to see how the new lines are to be defi- 
nitely drawn until new issues shall evoke a 
national contest and carry them through 
both sections of the country alike. ° 


POSTAL ACCOUNTABILITY. 

No remedy for the star route frauds will 
be complete which does not provide for a 
radical change in the methods of auditing 
the accounts of the Post Office Department. 
The mere removal of dishonest and negligent 
officials will avail nothing if the present lax 
system of accountability is suffered to con- 
tinue. Sooner or later, after the remem- 
brance of the present exposures has died out, 
some other Brady will get control of the 
contract office and renew the frauds of his 
predecessor, unless a change of system is 
made which will make them impossible. 
The first great change which is necessary 
is to require all the revenues of the Post 
Office Department to be deposited in the 
Treasury and ‘‘ covered in,’’ accounted for, 
and drawn out in the same manner as the 
other revenues of the Government. Section 
3.617 of the Revised Statutes requires ‘‘ that 
the gross amount of all moneys received, 
from whatever source, for the use of the 
United States * * * shallbepaid * * * 
into the Treasury at as early a day as prac- 
ticable, without any abatement or deduction 
on account of salary, fees, costs, charges, 
expenses, or claim of any description what- 
ever.’’ From this salutary requirement the 
revenues of the Post Office Department are 
most unwisely excepted. Under this pro- 
vision all of the other revenues of the Gov- 
ernment, whether arising from Customs, 
internal revenue, sales of public lands, pa- 
tent fees, taxes on national banks, sales of 
Government property, or from miscellaneous 
sources, must be deposited in the Treasury, 
without any abatement whatever. No mat- 
ter what department collects them, they are 
‘‘covered”’ into the Treasury by the war- 
rant of the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
can be drawn out only by the same au- 
thority. Even the patent fees, which are 
levied simply to maintain the Patent Office, 
must pass through the same channel. The 
revenues of the Post Office, on the other 
hand, are not deposited in the Treasury at 
all in the same sense that all other revenues 
are deposited. A part of them is deposited 
in the depositories of the Treasury, but to 
the credit of a separate account, and the 
warrants by which they are ‘covered 
in’? and drawn out are signed not 
as all other warrants are, by the 
Secretary of the Treusury, but by the 
Postmaster-General. The fiscal department 
of the Government, whose duty it is to col- 
lect, keep, and disburse the moneys of the 
Government, and whose organization is ad- 
mirably adapted to perform that duty effi- 
ciently, has no effectual control over the 
revenues and disbursements of this great 
branch of the service. The Post Office De- 
partment, whose primary duty is to carry 
the mails, and whose machinery should be 
contrived for the simple purpose of per- 
forming that duty efficiently and economi- 
cally, has become a great financial depart- 
ment, practically independent of all control 
in the management of its fiscal affairs. 


The chief part of the revenues of the Post 
Office, however, is not deposited with the 
officers of the Treasury atall. Of upward of 
$35,000,000 of Post Office revenues received 
and disbursed during the last fiscal year, 
only $9,643,248 13, or not much more than 
one-quarter, was placed in the deposita- 
rieseof the Treasury. The remainder, 
amounting to more than $26,000,000, was 
collected and expended directly by Postmas- 
ters, and was taken up in the accounts of the 
Treasury by formal warrants of the Postmas- 
ter-General, issued in gross at the end of 
each quarter, constructively taking the 
amount into and out of the Treasury. This 
practice has grown to these proportions not- 
withstanding the positive requirement of sec- 
tion 407 of the Revised Statutes that ‘“‘ the 
postal revenues * * * shall be covered 
into the Treasury of the United States under 
the direction of the Postmaster-General.”’ 
This section also requires that ‘‘ the Treas- 
urer, Assistant Treasurer, or designated de- 
positary receiving such payment shall give 
the depositor duplicate receipts therefor,’’ 
clearly implying that the actual moneys are 
to be deposited with those officers without 
abatement, instead of three-quarters of them 
being disbursed before they reach the Treas- 
ury. 

How badly this system of depositing the 
moneys of the Post Office has worked in the 
past the annually recurring deficit in the 
postal revenues eloquently tells. If the de- 
partment were compelled to maintain the 
postal service out of its own revenues there 
might be some ground for permitting it to 
control its fiscal affairs, but so long as the 
Treasury is regirded as a big bank. out of 


a 


which any deficit in its revenues can be 
made good, sound policy requires that its re- 
ceipts and disbursements should be brought 
under the control of the Treasury, precisely 


as all other receipts and disbursements of 


the Government are. 


Of equal, perhaps greater, importance is 
a change in the method of auditing the ac- 
counts of the Post Office Department. Here, 


again, the Post Office is divorced from the 


Treasury system. All other accounts, after 


being passed upon by the proper Auditor, are 
revised by the First or Second Controller or 
the Commissioner of Customs, all officers 


competent to pass on questions of law, and 


With their offices in the Treasury Depart- 
ment immediately under the eye of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. All accounts per- 
taining to the Post Office are passed upon 
by the Auditor of the Treasury for the Post 
Office Department, popularly known as the 
“Sixth” Auditor, and are not revised by 
anybody. The law gives a right of ap- 
peal from this officer to the First 
Controller, but it is mever exercised, 
and for all practical purposes his action is 
final, His office is fh the Post Office De- 
partment, half a mile from the Treasury, 
and, although his clerks are appointed and 
his supplies furnished by the Treasury, he 
is to all intents and purposes an officer of 
the Post Office Department. There is no 
legal way in which the Secretary or any 
other officer of the Treasury can exercise 
any control over his action. upon accounts. 
His official relations in all other matters 


than appointments in his office and supplies 


are entirely with the Post Office Depart- 
ment. The true remedy is to bring the Post 
Office accounts within the Treasury system 
of accountability by subjecting them to the 
revision and scrutiny of the First Controller, 
who now passes on all other civil accounts, 
those pertaining to the Customs alone ex- 
cepted. This change, coupled with that 
which we have suggested in the methods of 
depositing, keeping, and disbursing the pos- 
tal revenues, while it might not make frauds 
like those practiced in the star route con- 
tracts impossible, would certainly bring them 
to a summary end. 


AN UNMOVED COUNTRY. 


There is certainly something wrong in the 
condition of the country when so great a 
man as Senator CONKLING can resign and be 
beaten for re-election and things-go on just 
as though nothing had happened. Mr. 
CONELING’Ss resignation was a bolt out of a 
clear sky. It was the most portentous event 
of the nineteenth century. For a moment 
of time, as it seemed to Mr. ConxKLING’s 
friends, the world stood still. Undoubtedly, 
the resignation of a Senatorial seat is an un- 
common thinf. Mr. Eugene CassgRLy, a 
Senator from California, resigned his place, 
but he had not long been in Congress, and 
the cares of office sat heavily upon him. 
Other Senators have given up their seats to 
accept Cabinet positions or foreign appoint- 
ments. But here was a man who was inthe 
midst of a third term of Senatorial duty, 
strong in his position, and a leader in the 
party which was about to take command of the 
Senate. No wonder there were presages of 
commotion in the sky and on the earth 
when so enormous a personage stepped 
down and out of the Senate. It is not sur- 
prising that his adherents prophesied strange 
things as about to happen when the great 
man threw down his commission. They 
rushed into the markets to see what turn 
stocks would take, and they were ready to 
profit by the panic which was sure to follow. 
It was immediately proclaimed that this 
decisive and sensational action of the great 
Senator would involve the Government in 
chaos and political ruin. The resignation 
of Mr. Conkiine was to be followed by 
those of Postmaster-General JAMES and 
Vice-President ARTHUR. This would neces- 
sitate the reconstruction of the Cabinet, as 
its homogeneity would be thus destroyed 
and its harmony forever broken. It was 
even possible that the President, dismayed 
by the confusion and turmoil which his 
tyranny had precipitated, would throw 
down his staff of office and go back to Ohio. 

None of these things have come to pass. 
To the astonishment of thinking men, that 
sensitive barometer of public affairs, the 
stock market, did not show atremor. The 
brokers bought and sold with as much noise 
as ever, and asif no such man as Roscom 
ConkLine had ever been heard of. One 
sage of the stock mafket, when asked what 
effect the great event would have on the 
state of the market, said that he did not see 


why it should have any effect, as nobody, | 


so far as he knew, knew anything about the 
financial opinions of Mr. Conxiine. The 
Senate of the United States did not ad- 
journ out of respect to the marvelous 
deed of the departed Senator,- but 
finished its work, confirmed the appoint- 
ments which had caused the row, and then 
went decorously home to its farms and 
local politics. The President’s Cabinet did 
not fall to pieces, but, with a stolidity which 
aroused the indignation of many able poli- 
ticians, held fast to its integrity and se- 
renely proceeded to business. The Vice- 
President, to quote the word of Mr. Senator 
Sumner to Secretary Sranton, ‘‘stuck.’’ 
The stars did not shoot madly from their 
spheres, nor did the sun and moon refuse to 
give their light on the usual and appropriate 
occasions. There was no strange commo- 
tion in the streets of this great City. The 
village life of the interior portions of the 
State flowed on with characteristic sluggish- 
ness; and when the nights grew warm, 
James Augustus leaned over the front gate 
and whispered soft nonsense to Maria, just 
as though Rosco—E ConxKLING had not re- 
signed his seat in the Senate, and the place 
which had known him knew him still. 

But worse remained behind. The world 
had revolved on its axis, and the tides of 
ocean had ebbed and flowed. as of yore, 
when the great man left his seat. The po- 
litical earthquake so confidently predicted 
did not arrive. The explosion did not take 
place. The upheaval did not upheave to 
any perceptible extent. What was the mat- 
ter? Had the great man made a miscalcu- 
lation? An experiment would ‘determine 
this. He condescended to go to Albany and 
show himself to his expectant people. He 
would stand on the balcony and beckon 
with his august finger. He went, 
but the world still refused to pause 
when Roscoz ConkKLING was left behind. 
It was bad enough that there should be no 
convulsion. natural cr political. when the 


resignation burst upon us like a thunderbolt; 
but. that the great man should be told that 
he need not trouble himself any further 
about the Senatorship seemed a truly mon+ 


strous thing. What were the great man’s 


feelings when this awful information broke 
into his long-sealed egotism can never be 
known. But, according to all predictions, 
humanity should have shuddered, and Na- 


ture from her seat give signs of woe that all 


was lost when impious men told Mr. Conx- 
LING that he might stay out of the Senate. 
When this brief turmoil is over, men will 
begin to gather up such lessons as may be 
learned therefrom. But one that lies on the 


surface and in the easy reach of every man is 
this: No man is indispensable to his coun- 
try or his party. We might go further and 
say that no man is indispensable to anybody 
or anything. Widows console themselves 
and marry again. Fatherless children find 


new, and better protectors than those they 
have lost. The lopped twig will grow again. 
And even maidens who have attempted felo 
de se when bereft of a faithless lover have 


speedily forgotten the recreant one and have 


married and lived as happily all their days 
as if he had never been born. To pass 
from small things to great, the Rus- 
sian Empire stands just as firmly as 
it did before the Czar was taken from it by 
death. There wasa perceptible jar of the 
Governmental machinery when ABRAHAM 
LincoLn fell at the shot of the assassin, and 
timid people thought that the end of all 
things was at hand. But, in a few hours, 


the wheels revolved again, a new President 


sat in the seat of power, and, to some sensi- 
tive souls, it really seemed as if the great 
political system of the Republic moved on 
with indecent haste. Itisasad thing fora 
great man to find out howsmall he relatively 
is. Itis humiliating for any of us to dis- 
cover how immaterial our activities are to 
the general sum of human movement. But, 
sooner or later, each man must learn this 
lesson for himself. Unfortunately for Mr. 
ConkKLING, he is taking his bitter lesson in 
that ‘‘ keen light of publicity’? in which he 
has delighted to air himself.

THE READJUSTERS’ PLANS 


WHAT THEIR 8TATK CONVENTION 
WILL PROBABLY DO. 


PERFECT HARMONY AMONG THE DELEGATES 


—COL. W. E. CAMERON THE STRONGES1 
CANDIDATE FOR GOVERNOR—A GOOL 
PROSPEC?P FOR THE PARTY’S SUCCESS 
NEXT FALL—THE CLAIMS OF TES 


LEADERS. 


Rrczmonp, June 1.--The Readjusters’ 
State Convention, which will assemble in this 
city at noon to-morrow to nominate State offi- 
cers, is regarded with more interest than any 


political convention that has assembled in Vir 


ginia since the close of the rebellion. Men of 
all parties share in this interest, and the 
crowds that fill the hotels to-night indi- 
cate how intense is the feeling as to the 
result. Most of the 756 delegates are 
already here, and the canvass is being earnest- 
ly conducted by the respective candidates and 
their friends. Col. W. E. Cameron, Jobn S. 
Wise, and V. D. Groner are the principal can- 
didates for Governor, and their relative 
strength appears to be in the order named. 
Col. Cameron is admitted on all hands to be 
far ahead of either of his competitors, and the 
indications to-night are that he will enter the 
cenvention to-morrow with over 300 votes. 
His friends are confident that he will be 
nominated on the second or third ballot, 
yet it is plain that his most trusted lieutenants 
fear that a combination may be effected which 


will result in nominating a man not now 
prominent in the canvass, and in this view 
the names of Mr. Riddleberger, Congressman- 
elect Paul, and Senator Mahone are mentioned. - 
Senator ifahone is an active spirit, but thus 
far has managed to conceal his preference 
as between the condidates named. He 
seems to be devoting himself more to 
the promotion of the cause of his 
party and to perfecting pians for the conduct 
of the campaign after the work of the con- 
vention is done than to the selection of candi- 
dates for the offices to be filled. And yet there 
is a suspicion among many delegates that Sen- 
ator Mahone desires to be Governor of Vir- 
ginia, and that he entertains a secret hope that 
affairs in the convention will take such a turn 
that it will become necessary to name him ag 
the nead of the Readjuster ticket. 

No one can fail to be impressed with the 
earnestness of the Readjusters. Of course, 
the several candidates and their respective 
friends are working assiduously to secure the 
nomination for Governor, but thereis a re- 
markable absence of anything like personal 
feeling, and the greatest harmony prevails 
among the candidates. This feeling is ex- 
plained by a remark made by Col. Cameron, 
who said to THE TimEs’s correspondent: “If 
Iam not nominated I shall feel disappointed, 
but not aggrieved, and will open the campaign 
immediately on the platform of the conven: 
tion in a speech for the successful candidate.”' 

There is little said about Lieutenant-Govern- 
or and Attorney-General, for both of which 
offices nominations are to be made. Ex-Sena- 
tor John F. Lewis is very generally named for 
Lieutenant-Governor when that office is men- 
tioned, and it is probable that he will be nomi- 
nated with considerable unanimity. Mr. Lewis 
was formerly a United States Senator from 
Virginia, having been chosen to that office by 
the Republicans. He is now Chairman of the 

Republican State Committee. 

he general drift of the discussion about the 
hotels relates rather to the prospects of Read- 
juster success than to the work ¢f the conven- 
tion. It is a significant fact that the majority 
of those in attendance upon the convention are 
young men, and all seem actuated by a deter- 
mination to overthrow the Bourbonism that 
has held Virginia down for so many 
years.. The fact that upward of IW 
negroes are in attendance as delegates is 
also significant of the success of the Read- 
juster ticket. These men kave no misgivings. 
‘**We represent,” said one of them to Tuz 
TIMES’s correspondent, *‘ the intelligence ard 
liberalism of the country. We baye shown 
our sincerity and our capacity to vern by 
much-needed reforms, introduced since we 
came into power in 1879. Before that time 
elections were a farce. They are now free 
and fair, and there must be an honest count 
of all the votes cast.” There is no mistaking 
the sincerity of these men. They feel that the 
coming campaign is to decide whether or not 
the State is to continue in the old beaten tracks 
of Bourbonism. They say thatthe Readjust- 
ers will aim to secure, not only the sympa: 
thy, but the substantial aid of the Repubii- 
cans of the North in'their efforts to redeem 
the State from the thralldom of Bourbor- 
ism, and claim, not without reason, thai 
they are entitled to receive such aid and _—- 
port. The debt question, they say, is merely 
a local issue, which has been practically de- 
cided, and the coming campaign is to decide 
whether all classes of citizens shall be freely 
given those rights and privileges to which 
they are entitled under the Federal laws, 
and whether these barriers that have 
kept Virginia from assuming her proper 
place among the most advanced States and 
from taking advantage of her great natural 
resources shall be removed. They point to the 
fact that the Readjuster campaign of 1879 re- 
sulted in securing to the negroes certain rights 
and privileges previously withheld by the Bour- 
bons, and which all efforts of the Federal Gov- 
ernment failed to establish. Colored mea, by the 
effort of the Readjusters, are no longer per- 
secuted on account of political opinions and 
actions, and when chosen to public offices by 
the popular vote have been inducted into the 
places to which they were chosen without 
question. The negroes feel that they have 
rights and privileges in which they are secure, 
and now assert the one with boldness and en- 
_joy the other with an increasing anpreciation 
of its valueand importance. In addition to 
this, the public schools have been placed in 
a flourishing condition, and the tax collected 
for their support is not diverted, but rigidly 
guarded and used to their benefit. For these 
reasons the Readjusters claim that they are 
entitled to receive the moral support and sub- 
stantial aid of the Republicans of Virginia, as 
well as of the Republican Party of the North. 

Having accomplished so much in the yr 3 of 

olitical reform and as a gurantee of their 
i cueate of purpose in this direction in the fu- 
ture, the Readjusters will continue their at- 
tack on the Capitation Tax law, by the opera- 
tion of which many thousand negroes are ex- 
cluded from participating in popular elections. 
The State Constitution requires the imposition 
of this tax, and provides that it 
shall be devoted to the maintenance 
of the public schools. It is not 
proposed to disturb this constitutional pro- 
vision, but laws have been enacted making the 

ayment of this tax a prerequisite to voting. 
These laws were directed against the colored 
men and operate severely, and the Readjuster3 
propose that they shall be repealed. Their 
success at the coming election is necessary 
to secure the repealing of these obnoxious 
measures, for the reason that it is meces- 
sary for the next Legislature to supplement 
the action of the last in abrogating them. 
Other laws, enacted with the same object, will 
be assailed and wiped out should the Read- 
justers succeed in gaming political control ot 
the State. Prominent among these is a law 
that authorizes the whipping of persons for 
trivial offenses and on ex parte testimony, 
and which declares that men thus punish 
shall be disfranchised. 

In short, the Readjusters claim that they 
have turned their faces to the morging sun 
and are determined to weed out the forces 
that have been hanging like a mill-stone about 
the neck of vege that they desire to place 
their State beside the —— States of the 
East and West, and that in doing this they 
should receive the aid and support of 
all patriotic and right-thinking men in 
wiping from the statute-books all laws 
intended to degrade and humiliate one class of 
people, and to place in their stead laws that 
will encourage and elevate all classes, promote 
the general prope: and advance the mate- 
rial interests of the te. There is, they say, 
only one contingency that can possibly inter- 
fere with their complete success, and 
thas is the positive opposition of 
the national Republican Party and the 
Administration at Washington. Of the 
Republican leaders in Virginia they profess ta 
have no fear, and say they can place what 
they have done for the colored people against 
the declamation of local leaders. The colored 
men, they insist, are in full sympathy with the 
Readjusters because it has been demonstrated 
that they are sincere in their efforts for the re- 
generation of the State, and unless the author- 
ities at Washington positively oppose them 
they are confident that five-sixths of the col- 
ored voters will support their State ticket. 

A canvass made to-night shows that the situ- 
ation, so far as the candidates for Governor 
are concerned, has not changed from that out- 
lined above. Col. Cameron’s strength is 
confirmed and augmented the late 
arrivals, and it is gen conceded 
that he wil be vominated There 





is no opposition to the nomination of ex-Sena- 
tor Lewis, and from present appearances he 
will be nominated on the first ballot. For 
Attorney-General it is likely that Frank P. 
lair, of the south-western section of 
the State, will he nominated. Mr, Blair 
Is a prominent iawyer, and has always 
m regarded as liberal in _ politics, 

@ platform has beem prepared, and, it is 
said, has been submitted to and received the 
indersement of Republican Senators at Wash- 
ington. It declares for the readjustment of 
the State debt upon the principles and terms 
pf the Riddleberger bill; the security, support, 
and enlargement of the free school system; 
the re-establishment of free suffrage; the equal 
and impartial execution of the laws, and the 
economical Administration of the Govern- 
ment. The platform will not contain a reso- 
jution indorsing Gen. Mahone’s course in the 

~ United States Senate, but a separate resolu- 
ion will be adopted by the convention in 
which Gen. Mahone’s action will receive em- 
steve og thane In commenting on the plat- 
orm the Richmond Whig will say to-morrow: 


“These pemprioe the measures of public policy 
necessary to the progress and prosperity of the 
State, essential to the peace and harmony of our 
people, of all classes and races, and most effectual 
’s means to the restoration of that real 
Anion of States, sections, and population, 
without which our Federal system is a ourse 
instead of a blessing. Such are the measures which 
are demanded by the people; such are the meas- 
ures which recognize the supremacy of the people; 
and we cannot doubt that the triumph of these 
measures will be secured by an overwhelming vote 
of the people.” 

There is reason to believe that the Readjus- 
ter ticket will receive very general support 
trom the Republicans of the State, both white 
and black, and this theory is strengthened by 
the fact that among the delegates to the con- 
vention is a large number of well-known Re- 
publicans.

An address has been prepared for the signa- 
turé of white Republicans, which will be 
issued after the convention has completed its 
work, in which reasons are given why Repub- 
licans should support the Readjuster ticket.

THE IRISH LAND TROUBLES 


SERIOUS RIOTING 1N SEVERAL 
COUNTIES. 
CONTRADICTORY STATEMENTS AS TO THE IN- 
TENTIONS OF THE GOVERNMENT-—CON- 
TINUED RIOTING AT CLONMEL AND 
OTHER PLACES—MANY PERSONS KILLED 
AND INJURED—A BAD OUTLOOK FOR 

THE LAND BILL. 

Lonpon, June 1.—A dispatch from Lough- 
rea, County Galway, to-day, says: ‘It is 
stated that an agent has been shot near Wood- 
ford, in this county, for refusing to accept a 


payment of rent on the basis of Griffith’s valua- 
tion.”’ 

At Clonmel, County Tipperary, where a riot 
occurred yesterday, growing out of the sale of 
tenants’ interests in farms, people paraded the 
streets all last night. About 30 civilians are 
suffering from bayonet thrusts and sword 
cuts inflicted by the soldiery. One policeman 
has died of his injuries, and seme of the wound- 
ed soldiers are not expocted to live. 

The Daily News says: “It is doubtful 
whether the powers possessed by the Govern- 
ment, under the widest interpretation of them 
that the ingenuity of the Crown lawyers 


could som pea would give legal authority for 
the formal suppression of the Land League.’’ 

The London correspondent of an Edinburgh 
paper says: ‘“‘The statements that at the 
meeting of the Cabinet on Saturday last a 
proposal was made to suspend all public meet- 
ings in Ireland for six months, and to suppress 
the Land League, are unfounded.” 

A Manchester paper’s London correspond- 
ent says: ‘‘It isnot in the least likely that 
the Government have determined to deal with 
the Land League as an illegal organization, 
but it is understood that communications have 
passed since the arrival in Dublin of Mr. Fors- 
ter, Chief Secretary for Ireland. which go to 
show that the Government are determined not 
to delay using their powers under the Coercion 
act to crush intimidation. Mr. Forster will 
return to London intime to attend to-mor- 
row’s Cabinet meeting.”’ 

The Zimes says: ‘‘ The rumor that the Gov- 
ernment intend to adopt stringent measures 
for abating the terrorism of the Land League 
appears to have caused some excitement among 
the leaders of the agitation. It is not too 
much to say that the debate in the House of 
Commons, on the 29th ult.,on Mr. Mitchell 
Henry’s motion of privilege (referring to Mr. 
Eagan’s letter abusing Messrs. Power and Mc- 
Coan) will be recorded as the turning-point in 
the Irish question. Parliament and the coun- 
try have at length come to understand that 
the League is an aggresive organization, and 
that if the law does not put it down it will put 
down the law. Mr. Eagan has not been 
deterred by the fate of some of his 
colleagues from using most audacious and 
menacing language, even to members of the 
House of Commons, which he repeats, with 
little mitigation of its violence and insult, in a 
letter published to-day. Mr. Parnell has not 
disavowed this system of tlictation. He must 
be held, therefore, to have accepted responsi- 
bility for it. The position of Mr. Pernell and 
his followers must be difficult for men pretend- 
ing to be honest to maintain without collid- 
ing with the opinion of the House of Commons, 
the Constitution, andthe law. The terrorism 
must be suppressed, whether it take the form 
of vulgar civentening letters or assume the 
loftier type of dictation, against which Mr. 
Hernry and Mr. Power have entered their 
manly protest.” 

The Daily News says: ‘*‘ When the House of 
Commons, in committee on the Land bill, be- 
gan the consideration of the measure there 
were 1,500 amendments to be considered. The 
result of two sittings has been to reduce this 
number by six, and the principal ene of these 
will come up for discussion on another clause. 
At this rate of progress, supposing no fresh 
amendments are introduced, the House would 
have to sit daily for 568 days to complete the 
bill. But fresh amendments are added daily ; 
40 were handed in on Monday.” 

Areport has reached Limerick that three 
policemen have been killed during an eviction 
riot in County Clare. : 

The rioting in Clonmel has been resumed. 
The Police and soldiers charged the mob and 
injured several persons. They finally cleared 
the streets. 

An Inspector of Police has visited the 
various ‘wagers. houses in Kilkenny and 
warned the car owners and drivers that if 
they refused to supply cars to the Police and 
Military in future the owners would be fined 
£20 each and the drivers imprisoned. 

The President of the Ballina (County Mayo) 
branch of the Land League has been arrested 
under the Coercion act, and taken to Kil- 
mainham Jail. 

During the service 
on the islands 


of eviction writs 
around the coast 
of Donegal, the assistance of her 
Majesty’s gunboat Goshawk was taken. 
The inhabitants of the islands attacked and 
destroyed the Goshawk’s small boats, when 
she opened fire upon them, but with what re- 
sult is not known. 

Lonpon, June 2.—A Dublin correspondent, 
referring to the report in Limerick of a serious 
eviction riot in Clare County, says there is 
reason to fear that there has been a 
sanguinary collision in the town of Scuriff, in 
that county. There can be little doubt, he 
says, the Executive is convinced’ that more 
energetic measures are required as the 
people are inflamed to such a _ pitch 
and are so demoralized by agitation that they 
are ripe for mischief. They are also flushed with 
partial success over both the civil and military 
power, and are becoming dailr more daring. 


-The soldiers and Police are incensed, not mere- 


ly against the populace, but against the author- 
ities, who willnot permit them to defend them- 
selves. There is some risk of this indignant 
feeling assuming a form dangerous to dis- 
cipline, and may lead to an irrepressible out- 
break of fury against the populace, or acts of 
retaliation upon tke inhabitants of the gar- 
risoned districts. 

A dispatch from Dublin says: ‘‘A telegram 
from Ennis, County Clare, says it is rumored 
that six persons have been shot dead at Tulla, 
near Ennis, by the Police during a riot,”

THE CONFEDERATE BONDHOLDERS 
HOPES ENTERTAINED IN ENGLAND THAT THE 
COTTON LOAN WILL BE PAID. 

Lonpox, June 1.—Yesterday’s meeting of 
Confederate bondholders adopted a resolution 
inviting bondholders to deposit their bonds in 
trust for a committee, and to pay an assess- 
ment of 1s. per £100 for committee expenses. 

The Times, in its financial article, says: 
‘*The fact of the meeting being held deserves 
notice, although the first impression undoubted- 
ly will be that nothing could be more hopeless 
than the position of the creditors of the Con- 


federacy, as there is a clause in the American 
Constitution forbidding the recognition of 
such loans. The meeting, however, appointed 
a verv influential committee, consisting of 
Messrs, Campbell, Martin, Mocatta, Payne, 
Walker, and Sir Henry Tyler. The-hope of 
those interested is that the Southern States 
will attempt to borrow money in this market, 
and can be treated as in default unless they 
recognize these loans, the Union having no 
equitable right to release them from obliga- 
tions incurred in their capacity as sovereign 
States. This seems a very poor foundation 
for a claim which the United States oppose, 
but itis a fact that the cotton bonds of the 
Contederacy have been recently dealt in-here 
at5 per cent., andthe dollar bonds at 3 per, 
cent.” 

It is to be noted that when a State is in de- 
fault the Stock Exchange will refuse to grant 
a quotation for any new loan.

IN HONOR OF MINISTER WHITE. 


A FAREWELL BANQUET GIVEN HIM BY MEM- 
BERS OF THE GERMAN REICHSTAG. 

Bern, Jan. 1.—A farewell banquet was 
given to-night to Mr. Andrew D. White, 
United States Minister at the Kaiserhof, by 
members of the lower house of the Reichs- 
tag, Herr Rudolph Gneist presiding; Gen, 
Kameke, Minister of War; Herr von Putt- 
kamer, Minister of Ecclesiastical Affairs and 
Public Instruction: Dr. Lucius, Minister of 
Agriculture, several members of the Reichstag 
and of the Bundesrath, the Magistracy, repre- 
sentatives of the University, and other persons 
of note were present. Gen. Kameke proposed a 
toast to the Emperor, Dr. Lucius proposed one 
to President Garfield, and Herr Gneist pro- 
posed one to Mr. White. The latter replied in 
a long speech in English, pointing out the his- 
torical friendship of Germany and the United 
States. He referred tu the sympathy shown 
the United States by Germany during the late 


civil war, and to America’s interest in German 
literature and civilization. He concluded his 


apne in theGerman language by proposin 
the toast—-‘‘ To the Mighty German Em ire.” 
Excuses of Gen. Count von Moltke, Herr May- 
bach, and Herr Stephan for their absence were 
then presented.

CURRENT FOREIGN 10PICS. 


Lonpon, June 1.—The Anchor Line 
steamer Macedonia, which went. ashore May 
30 near the Mull of Kintyre Light-house, 
Scotland, has been abandoned. She is full of 
water. 

A Constantinople dispatch says: ‘‘In Mace- 
donia, as in Armenia, the Porte is taking ener- 
getic measures for the suppression of revolu- 
tionary agitation. A number of Bulgarians in 
that Province, suspected of connivance with 


brigands, or of having relations with revolu- 
tionary committees, have been imprisoned 
without trial, and 35 of them have already 
died of typhus fever or other diseases. The 
Russian Embassy has made representations to 
the Porte on the subject.” 

Tunis, June 1.—The French gun-boat Leop- 
ard boarded a Maltese schooner off this coast, 
examined her papers, and left guards on 
board, who accompanied the vessel to Mo- 
nastir. . 

MARSEILLES, June 1,—The chief partici- 
pators in the demonstration here in_ favor 
of a reprieve for the condemned Russian 
Nihilist prisoner, Hessy Helfmann, have 
been sentenced, one to three months’ im- 
prisonment and 100f. fine, another toa month’s 
imprisonment, and three others to two months’, 
twenty days’, and eight days’ imprisonment 
respectively. 

ERLIN, June 1.—Letters received here from 
St. Petersburg report that the Czar’s recep- 
tion of Gen. Skobeleff was cold, and that he 
received neither a decoration nor promotion. 

The Russian political Police have arranged 
tosend agents to track Russian Socialists in 
all the principal cities in Europe.

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MR. JOHN STETSON’S PLANS. 
_—_——.———— 

CHANGES HE PROPOSES AT BOOTH’S THEA- 
TRE AND IMPROVEMENTS IN VARIOUS 
RESPECTS. 

A TrmEs reporter called upon Mr. John 
Stetson, at the Sturtevant House, yesterday even- 
ing, with reference to the latter’s lease of Booth’s 
Theatre. which was signed last Wednesday after- 
noon. The reporter learned from the conversation 
which ensued that Mr. Stetson pays $25,000 a year 

tor the theatre, ant is to put $3,000 more into im- 

provements. fhis brings his rent u pto $28,000 for 

the first year. The lease is for 12 months only, but 

Mr. Stetson has the privilege of renewing it at his 

option unless the owners of the estate shall have 

an opportunity to sell the property for mercantile 
purposes. They have long been anxious to get it 
off their hands, but the figure they demand—$500,- 
000—has thus far been too heavy for takers, Mr. 

Stetson does not consider it probable that they will 

be able to dispose of the property on those terms 

at all, and so considers that the chances of his be- 
ing able to take the house as long as he wants it are 
very good. 

‘* What alterations shall you make?’ asked the 
reporter. 

‘* Well,” responded Mr. Stetson, “in the first 
place I shall redecorate the lobby and make a good 
many changes there. It isa dismal and uninviting 
entrance for a theatre as it now stands, and I pro- 
pose to make it bright and fresh in every particu- 
lar. I shall take away the storm-door, which is 
now injurious to the appearance of the entry, and 
remove everything of a dark color about the place. 
White and gold will be the prevailing hues. I also 
intend to remove the ugly box-office arrangements 
at present in usehere. Ishall putup a kind of 
counter with sliding windows over it, so that 
when my Treasurer is at work people can have a 
full view of him and can talk to him freely with- 
out stooping down and poking their noses through 
little pigeon-holes. It is a part of my theory of the- 
atrical management that people havea right to 
see what they are doing, who they are transacting 


business with. andto receive civil answers to all 
the questions they choose to ask. I never had 
& man any of my _ box-offices who 
would not answer po gp ye and answer them 
civilly too, just as long as people desired. It 
sometimes consumes a little more time than the 
other system, but it hurts nobody’s feelings, and 
that I take it is one of the elements of popularity 
in this business as inany other. You never hear 
of a dry goods clerk who has the assurance to be 
impertinent to people who come to purchase xoods 
of him. Such an action would immediately secure 
his discharge. Why should this condition not also 
apply to the sellers of tickets in theatres? 

* Another of my improvements will be the re- 
movalof the Comedie Humaine painting which 
Mr. Boucicault put into the top of the proscenium 
arch. Ifind upon sitting inthe gallery and look- 
ing down upon the stage that it is impossible, on 
account of this affair, to see more than half-way 
up to the back of the theatre. Gallery occupants 
have just as much right to see the entire stage pic- 
ture asthe people who sit inthe orchestra seats. 
This painting has denea great deal to injure the 
business of Booth’s since it was put up, lam sure, 
In addition to this alteration I shall bring the or- 
chestra up again from underneath the stage to 
their old position. There is no use in trying to run 
a general combination theatre—the policy of 
which involves the engagement of many musical 
companies—when the people on the stage cannot 
see those who are playing in the orchestra. Across 
the house, directly behind the raii separating the 
musicians from the auditors, ‘there will run two 
rows of very wide and elegant arm-chairs. There 
will be 100 of these in all, and some idea of their 
elegance may be gained from the fact that they are 
already contracted for at $1,000. 

“A plight metallic railing will pass directly in 
front of these seats, and will be the only marked 
separation between my musicians and the audience. 
Another railing, of nickel. very massive aud very 
handsome, will passin front of the box-office win- 
dow. I neglected to mention that just now. It 
is to be put there for purposes of ornamentation, 
— also to steer the purchasers of tickets into 
ine.”’ 

‘* What scale of prices do you propose to adopt?’ 

“No permanent one. If I have a particularly 
desirable company in my theatre I shall charge a 
little more money to those who wish to see it than 
I shall when the company is not an important one. 
This idea of fixed prices the year round is a mis- 
take. No merchant would think of charging a 
man, or woman either, as much fora yard of cotton 
as he would for the same quantity of the best im- 
ported silk. Yet thatis, in effect, what theatrical 
managers do under the present system. I have 
tried the plan I speak of in Boston, and it has been 
a very great success there. Ordinarily, my highest 
price will be $1 and my lowest 25 cents.” 

** What attractions have you already secured ?” 

** Booth will probably play with me four weeks, 
Mary Auderson three, Rossi a fortnight or longer, 
and possibly Mr. Colville’s company in ‘ Michel 
Strogoff.’ Besides this there are a number of ap- 
plications for time which are not yet settled. The 
season will openin September, and will continue 
until the hot weather of the succeeding Summer 
makes it necessary to shut up the house. The con- 
ditions upon whichI rented the house were that 
my rent should be paid quarterly in advance. I 
have already paid forthe entire year. So you see 
Ineed not give myself any more anxiety on that 
score. 

** They tell me the house has made no money for 
years, and that I am foolish to take charge of it. 
Well, the Globe, in Boston, was just such another 
case. It ruined the man who built it, and it 
crippled everybody who touched it until I took 
hold. Since then it has made a great deal of 
money for me. Idon’tsee why Booth’s shouldn't 
be made to succeed also. It is in a splendid loca- 
tion, has a good reputation, and is capable of 
seating an enormous number of people. The 
trouble hitherto has been. I believe, that the 

rices were too high for that portion of town.

“THE PROFESSOR.” 

The production of a new play at the Madi- 
son-Square Theatre was an event of sufficient im- 
portance to attract to that house last night a 
large and fine assemblage. The play was 
Mr. W. 4H. Gillette’s ‘‘character study,” 
called ‘* The Professor.” The description which 
Mr. Gillette gives of his own work indicates 
the stand:point from which it must be looked at. 
As acharacter study, or asastudy of any kind 
whatsoever, it is weak and of no value. ‘‘The 
Professor’’ is one of those feebly pretentious, un- 
real, and self-contradictory plays which show 
no insight into the natures of men and women 
and no ability to depict simply and pointedly a 
truthful episode amid possible surroundings. The 
Professor himself, for instance—a personage upon 
which the author has apparently spent the 
larger part of his labor—is not a real char- 
acter. He is supposed to be a man of science 
and also of heart, to whom the ways of the 
world are as paths unknown, His judgment is re- 
vealed in much of his speech, yet he acts without 
the slightest pretense to judgment, and behaves 
himself on slight provocation like an idiot. Achar 
acter so densely a fool and so presumably a wise 
man makes quite too heavy a tax upon the 
understanding, and none at all upom reasonable 
sympathy. The Professor’s surroundings are not 
less unusual than his personality. The action of the 
play occurs in the White Mountains, among scenes 
which are real and under circumstances which 
repeat themselves in actual life; yet Mr. 
Gillette has partially filled in his story with anum- 
ber of young girls the like of which would drive 
respectable society into social ostracism. These 
charming specimens of American maidenhood are 
conspicuously devoid of modesty, intelligence, and 
propriety; to present the whole vulgar body of them 
as characters is, to say the least, ingenuous. As to 
the remaining personages in this drama, it may be 
enough to say of them that one is a kidnapper, 
one is a long-lost brother, and another is a long, 
long-lost sister. Puppets of this sort have been 
wired and dangled before us so persistently that 
they begin to grow useless, even to the ordinary 
theatrical hack. Another feature of ‘The Pro- 
fesror’’ which must be noted—chiefly because it 
has been the feature of so many American plays— 
is this: Its intrigue attempts to combine what good 
taste must always look upon as inharmonious, 
the farce and the romance. The° broad and 
fantastic attempt to be humorous which is 
Mr. Gillette’s besetting sin, and his desire 
to contrast this with the charm and the mystery of 
romance, makes an incongruous and coarse mix- 
ture. J] urthermore, there is not a point in his 
farce which can be described as fresh and salient, 
nora touch of hisromance which is not r@undly 
and frankly commonplace. 

We have merely criticised ‘‘ The Professor” thus 
far from its own stand-point. It has neither char- 
acter nor intrinsic merit, nor dramatic and social 
purpose. It is mildly amusing at moments; 
it is occasionally bright in -its dialogue, and 
there are some good farcical combinations in the 
last act. It may prove interesting to those who 
enjoy weak tea because it is harmless; yet to per- 
sons of this class it may be said that if a play does 
not shock or even ruffle the average taste, it may 
at the same time be utterly tasteless. The effect 
of ‘The Professor” upon souls that have drank 
deep of ** Hazel Kirke” is undoubtedly innocuous, 
if not inspiring. 

The play was charmingly set upon the stage, and 
was, on the whole, intelligently acted. Mr. Gillette 
did not make much of his part, the Professor, a 
fact which may be set down to his want of ex- 
perience both as a‘player and as a playwright. 
Miss Georgie Cayvan acted brightly in the charac- 
ter of the kidnapped sister. Miss Nellie Morant, as 
& pushing girl of uncertain age, was true enough 
to nature. There was a large chorus of noodles 


and petticoats.

MISS COGHLAN’S BENEFIT. 

Miss Coghlan’s benefit performance, which 
was given yesterday afternoon at Wallack’s Thea- 
tre, was numerously attended, and was in all re. 
spects a pleasant and deserved tributeto a favorite 
actress. The play was ‘‘Camille,” and Miss Cogh- 
lan made her first appearance in the character of 
Camille. Under the circumstances it would be inap- 
propriate and unfair to set any decisive valueupon 
her impersonation. It could be seen from this per- 
formance that Miss Coghlan has not the qualities 
that renaered Mile. Bernhardt’s performance so 
fascinating, nor the strength and the pathos that 
give a so rare and deep significance to Miss 
Morris’s performance. There were, however, some 
pleasant features and suggestions in her work, and 
it is quite likely that she can, after further experi- 
ment and experience, make the impersonation an 
attractive and independent one. She was hardly 
in the spirit for this yesterday. Miss Coghlan was 
fortunate in having capable assistance, for the cast 
included Mr. Tearle, Mr. Elton, Mr. Edwards, Mr.

Boston, June 1.—A second meeting of 
prominent citizens of this city was held here this 
evening, at the Hotél Vendome, to continue the dis- 
cussion as to a sitefor the proposed World’s Fair 
in 188. Gen. <A. P. Martin presided, 
and John C. Page acted as Secretary. Com- 
munications were read from various gentlemen, 
among whom were Mayor Prince, F. J. Robinson, 
editor of the Times; the Hon. H. B. Pierce, Secre- 
tary of State, and Congressman William A. Russell, 
President of the Ames Manufacturing Company, all 
expressive of very great interest in the project. 
Gen. Martin, in opening the meeting, introduced 
Gen. Norton, who presented further views 
of importance relating to the (fair. Mr. 
E. Jordan then. presented a. brief re- 
port from the committee appointed at 
the last meeting, which stated a belief in the suc- 
cess of a fair held by Boston business men. 
A resolution was then presented by Mr. 
John Candler that “It is the opinion of 
the committee appointed at the last meeting that 
it is expedient to hold a World’s Fair in the city of 
Boston.”’ Mr. Curtis Guild spoke enthusiastically, 
giving a number of statistics showing the vastness 
of New-England manufactures in comparison with 
the remainder of the United States. C. A. Rich- 
ards, President of the Metropolitan Railroad, ad- 
vised moderation in entering upon this work, 
and was seconded by George P. Denny 
and Nathan Matthews. A _ resolution offered 
by Mr. Pulsifer was adopted, ‘‘That a 
Committee of Twenty-seven be appointed by 
the Chair to oarefully consider the whole 
subject of a World’s Fair, its probable cost and in- 
come, the question of a site, the time, and other 
points of importance; the said committee to re- 
port at an adjourned meeting to be held at the call 
of the committee.”

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MAKING THE STATE LAW 


—_——_—_>__——. 
THE LEGISLATIVE WORK OF THE 
TWO HOUSES. 

MR. SPINOLA DEVOTING HIMSELF TO THE 
AMUSEMENT OF THE ASSEMBLY—ACTION 
ON THE TAX LAWS—A LOW STATE TAX 
—THE PUTNAM COUNTY WATER BILL IN 
THE SENATE, 

ALBANY, June 1.—The Assembly to-day 
transacted much miscellaneous business and also 
indulged in a great dealof hilarity. This latter was 
partly due perhaps to the interruption caused by 
the joint assembling and balloting of both houses 
for Senators, which occupied about an hour anda 
half in the middle of the day’s sitting. Just after 
the joint assembly had been dissolved, Mr. Spinola 
and a group of about 20 members created 
much amusement by organizing a mock as- 
sembly in the centre of the floor while the 
regular business of the House was in 
progress. Mr. Spinola announced himself as a 
Deputy Speaker, and the members, grouped in 
chairs, which the Senators had just given up, were 
recognized or rapped to order by him, made sotto 
voce speeches, and entertained themselves much as 
wild lads might have done. 

During the day Mr. Steele, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Taxation, made an effort to have the 
separate tax bill on collateral inheritances and life 
insurance, which was retarded in Committee of 
the Whole last week, advanced or restored to the 
place it then held. Objections were made, how- 
ever, as it seems to be the fixed purpose of the 


House to kill this particular Dill, and 
the motion was lost. He succeeded, however, 
in having passed the Dill, also reported 
by the Tax Commission, providing for the taxation 
of the shares of trust companieg Mr. Waring, of 
Kings, endeavored to amend the bill by providing 
that the shares should be taxad on their value as 
ascertained at public auction, by a sale to be had 
once a year, and claimed that this was a true way 
of reaching the actual value. Messrs. Steele, 
Alvord, and Hamilton opposed the amendment on 
the floor, and it was lost. Mr. Andrews, on the 
final passage of the bill, voted against it, because 
he believed it should have been amended as Mr. 
Waring had intended. The bill was passed by a 
vote of 90 yeas to 6 nays. 

The bill to provide that teachers in the New-York 
Citv public schools should be removed or dismissed 
only after a trialin a court of law came up again 
to-day on a motion’ to reconsider the vote by 
which it was defeated last week. It was again 
killled, and put beyond the possibility of resurrec- 
tion this year. 

Mr. Chickering, from the Committee of Waysand 
Means, reported the annual tax bill, fixing the tax 
for the year at 1 95-100 mills, and it was put on its 
final passage. Gen. Husted said sucha gratifying 
bill as this was a subject for congratulation to 
the Republicans of the whole State, for the able 
administration that had been shown in controll- 
ing the public finanees and in reducing the tax 
to be levied on the people to lessthan 2 mills. It 
was the first time in 25 years that the tax had been 
reduced to such a low'rate, and the tax forthe year 
after this, under a continuance of the same admin- 
istration, would be not exceeding 144 mills. 

When the vote was in progress and Mr. Spinola’s 
name was called, he asked to be excused from 
voting and for leave to explain hisreasons. He 
then very wittily -paraphrased Gen. Husted’s 
speech, and said that the low rate of taxation 
reached was entirely due to the watchfulness of 
the Democrats in the public interest. He pre- 
dicted that with a continuance of the same wateh- 
fulness and integrity Republican extravagance 
might be still further checked, and that next year 
toe tax might be brought downto a mill. and 
that in a few? years at most it would be nothing 
whatever, and the State would beina position to 
give away a few “ chromos.”’ 

At the close of the sitting, the House, after a 
sharp discussion on the waste of time and the ne- 
cessity for finishing up the public business, ad- 
journed until to-morrow morning. The Democrats 
opposed any afternoon session to-day. 

The Senate devoted itself to Legislative business 
from 10:30 o’cloeck until noon. and disposed of sev- 
eral bills. The Assembly hill, introduced by Mr. 
Everett, for the protection of tie Putnam County 
lakes, from which New-York derives a portion of 
her supply of water, was discussed in Committee of 
the Whole, and ordered to a third reading 
by a vote of 15 to 11. An _ effort was 
made to mix up the Stalwart and half-breed 
fight in connection with this bill, the Stalwarts be- 
ing offended because Mr. Everett refused to vote 
for Conkling and Platt’s re-election. Mr. Strahan, 
who opposed the bill, said the question involved in 
it: was simply whether or not a certain Assembly- 
man should come back to the Legislature. Mr. 
Woodin epee the bill, as did, also. Mr. 
Wendover. who represents Putnam County in the 
pene and who also stands by Conkling and 
Platt. 

The Governor sent ina Message calling the at- 
tention of the Legislature toa serious nuisance, 
detrimental to health, caused by the abandonment 
of the Chemung Canal. He recommends that the 
Superintendent of Public Works be authorized to 
abate the nuisance. and that the Legislature make 
an appropriation therefor. In addition to several 
minor bills, the bill directing the Brooklyn Board 
of Edueation to supply free text books to the pub- 
lic schools of that city was ordered toa third read- 
ing. A large number of remonstrances were pre- 
sented against the re-election of Messrs. Conkling 
and Pratt tothe United States Senate, 

Messrs. George Bliss, Peter B. Olney, William C. 
Whitney. Commissioners to draft a*‘revision of 
the special and local laws affecting public inter- 
ests in the City of New-York,” have sent to the 
Legislature their report. The act under which the 
Commissioners proceeded required that they 
should make no change in the meaning of ex- 
isting laws. In conforming to this provision 
the Commissioners say it was found 
necessary sometimes to adopt one of two pos- 
sible constructions, though the language has 
not been altered, except when absolutelv unavoid- 
able. In treating laws as superseded, difficult ques- 
tionsarose. Thus, it has never been decided how 
far the act of 1871 creating the Dock Department 
superseded the act of 1818 with reference to docks 
and piers. So the existing relations of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works and the Department of Pub- 
lic -Parks to various public improvements de- 
pend upon a series of acts, the mutual connection of 
which is | no means clear. Certain inoperative 
laws have been treated as obsoiete and: omitted. 
Various State laws having application in the City 
have been inserted in the ‘* Revision,”’ notably such 

as bear on emigration, Harbor-masters, &o. The 
Commissioners in presenting the result of their 
labors to the Legislature recommend that action 
inthe matter be postponed until the meeting of 
the next session of the Legislature, thus affording 
full opportunity to those most interested .for a 
thorough examination and criticism. Full expla- 
nations are given by marginal notes, &c., of all 
changes in the language of existing statutes.

SAVINGS BANKS RECEIVERS. 
OFFICERS DELINQUENT IN MAKING REPORTS 
TO THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

ALBANY, June 1.—Attorney-General Ward 
sent to the Assembly to-day a letter in reply toa 
resolution of the House, adopted May 13, asking 
for information respecting dereliction inthe matter 
of reports which should be made by Receivers of 
savings banks throughout the State. In his com- 
munication Gen. Ward says: ‘Of the Receivers 
of insolvent savings banks, appointed in pro- 
ceedings instituted by this office, the fol- 
lowing have failed entirely to comply with 


the law, chapter 587, Laws of 1880, requiring them 
to serve on the Attorney-General copies of the quar- 
terly reports provided for by chapter 422, Laws of 
1879: Frank Thompson, Receiver of the Abingdon- 
Square Savings Bank; Clark Brooks, Receiver of 
the Claremont Savings Bank; Edward L. 
Parris. Reeeiver of Clinton Savings Bank; S. H. 
Hurd, Receiver of the Third-Avenue Savings Bank. 
The Receivers of four other savings banks—Edward 
M. Tompkins, New-Rochelle Savings Bank; William 
J. Green, Rockland Savings Bank, and Marcus T. 
Hun, Central Park Savings Bank and People’s Sav- 
ings, Bank though they have failed to serve 
copies of their reports on the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, have from time to time apprised him 
of the condition of their trusts, the 
assets consisting in each instance mainly of claims 
now in suit, with varying prospects of success. Of 
Receivers of savings banks appointed in proceed- 
ing not instituted by this office, the following would 
appear bv the report of the Superintendent of the 
Bank Department: S. F. Knapp. Receiver of the 
Bowling Green Savings Bank; Herman Uhl, Re- 
ceiver of the German Lp-town Savings Bank; Johu 
T. McGowan. Receiver of the Guardian Savings 
Institution, and J. R. Chapman, Receiver of the 
Saratoga Savings Bank. 

‘Why these officers have failed to comply with 
the law,” says the Attorney-General, “I cannot 
state, but it will be observed, by reference to the 
proyisions of the statute, that no penalty is pro- 
vided for. non-compliance. The Reeeiver in 
default is merely liable to defend a mo- 
tion to compel him to report, the grant- 
ing of which motion would appear to be 
discretionary, and which is hardly to be made, 
therefore, except for good cause. It is further to 
be observed that under section 4 of the same stat- 
ute—chapter 537, Laws of 1880—notice of all mo- 
tions and applications to the courts in these trusts 
must be served on the Attorney-General, with 
copies of the papers to be used, so that, independ- 
ent of copies of reports, substantial information as 
to the progress of such trusts exists.”’

MR. FEUARDENT BRINGS SUIT. 


GEN. DI CESNOLA CHARGED WITH DEFAMA- 
TION OF CHARACTER. 


The long-pending controversy between Mr. 
Gaston L. Feuardent, the archzologist and dealer in 
antiquities, and Gen. Di Cesnola, of the Metropoll- 
tan Museum of Art, assumed the complexion of a 
legal inquiry on Tuesday, when an action for libel 
and defamation was commenced by the former, 
through his attorneys, Messrs. Oudin & Oakley, of 
No. 60 Liberty-street. Gen. Di Cesnola having ob- 
tained leave of absence to visit Europe this Sum- 
mer and announced his intention of sailing to- 
day, it was considered best»by Mr. Feu- 
ardent’s attorneys to cause service of the 
papers before his departure, and thus bring 
the case to trial as soon as possible. They disclaim 
any intention of interfering with the arrange- 
ments of the defendant in relation to his contem- 


plated European vacstion. One of the firm said 
fo poton that if they had desired to annoy Gen. 

i Cesnola, as was alleged in some quarters, they 
might have insisted upon his being arrested and 
giving bailto appear for trial. On the contrary, 
Mr. Feuardent’s only purpose in bringing the ac- 
tion was tosecure a complete vindication of his 
own honor and integrity at the hands of a legal 
tribunal, and the damages would be laid at sucha 
figure asto render this appt patent. The at- 
torneys declined to furnish a copy of the complaint 
for publication, or even to divulge its leading 
points; but it is understood to be based upon state- 
ments contained in Gen. Di Cesnola’s first letter to 
the Board of Trustees of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, and in his communication to the Executive 
Committee published in January last. 

Mr. Feuardent exhibits letters from Gen. Di Ces- 
nola extending over a period from 1871 to 1877, and 
purporting to show that several of the statements 
contained in the explanation to the Executive Com- 
mittee are untrue and libelous, and he has printed 
copies of such letters in pamphlet form, column 
for column with the document itself, in order to 
justify his version of the transactions alluded to in 
the narrative submitted to the committee. The 
summons was served Tuesday evening, Mr. Feuar- 
dent having returned to the City in the afternoon 
in consequence of intelligence of Gen. Di Cesnola’s 
intended departure and instrueted his attorneys 
to proceed at once withan action. He said yester- 
day that he had waited as longas he felt jus- 
tified in doing for the Board of Trustees 
to institute a real investigation. His pam- 
phiet rejoinder to Gen. Di Cesnola’s letter 
to the Executive Committee. contrasting the state- 
ments contained therein with those of his own let- 
ters, had been before the public for some time, and 
no notice had been taken of it. He could notleave 
the matter in its present position, as his honor and 
veracity were the essential elements that rendered 
his guarantee of the genuineness of an antique 
valuable, and whoever impugned them struck 
directly at his business. He had no wish to press 
a legal investigation, if the Trustees would set an 
unbiased inquiry on foot and sift the matter thor- 
oughly, but there was evidently no noes of that, 
and he must act on his own responsibility. Mr. 
Feuardent declined to give the points of his com- 
plaint without the consent of his attorneys. 

Gen. Di Cesnola said the action would not inter- 
fere in the least with his arrangements, and he 
should sail for Europe to-day, leaving the affair in 
the hands of his counsel, who would put in the re- 
quired answer during his absence. The case will 
not probably come to trial for some months, as the 
cefendant expects to remain in Europe until the 
last of August. It will be tried in the Superior 


Court.

THE FAVORITES WIN FOUR OUT OF 
FIVE CONTPSTS. 

4 FINE DAY’S SPORT AT THE TRACK OF THE 
AMERICAN JOCKEY CLUB—LUKE BLACK- 
BURN, GIROFLE, CRICKMORE, ONONDAGA, 
AND GRENADA THE WINNERS. 


About 5,000 persons, in excelient spirits over 
the success of America in the English Derby, went 
up to Jerome Park to attend the second day’s 
races of the Spring meeting. Although the weather 
was very hot, there was no annoyance from the 


dust, but the outrageous delays in starting the 


horses occasioned many expressions of disgust, and 
it was 7:20 o'clock when the people left the course. 
This necessarily took away much of'the enjoyment, 
although the five races were very attractive and 
were stubbornly contested. Four of the races fell 
to the favorites, the upset being in the Fordham 
Handicap, which was wot by the filly Girofié, a 
daughter of Leamington. Onondaga, a son of 
Leamington, won the Juvenile Stakes. It was a 
Leamington day, for another sonof that sire had 
before taken the honors from the English horses 
on the other side of the Atlantic.

THE PUBLIC BATHS OPENED. 


a 
A THOUSAND WOMEN AND GIRLS TAKING 
THEIR FIRST PLUNGE THIS SEASON. 
There was a chance yesterday for 20,000 
New-York damsels to improve their good looks, 


and perhaps their health, by taking a dip in the 
brine that dashes furiously against the piers of the 
North and East Rivers. For yesterday the public 
baths were opened for women. It was not a com- 
pliment to the fair sex this opening the baths on 
the first day for women only. It was due to an ac- 
cident, not to chivalry. The baths are open, by 
the powerful law of precedent, on Mondays, 
Wednesdays, and Fridays for women; all 
the rest of the week for men. As_ it 
was determined to open them this year on the Ist 
of June, (several weeks earlier than they were 
opened last year.) and, as the Ist of June came on 
a Wednesday, or, asthe bath-house men know it 
best, a **woman’s day,’”’ only women were admit- 
ted. There was norush for the baths yesterday. 
The rain of the night before cooled off the air, and, 
although it was hot enough in the middle of the 
day, the heat did not reach that intense point that 
would drive people, particularly women. into the 
water on the first day of June. There is a sensa- 
tion well known to bathers of both sexes of feeling 
hot and half suffocated in the streets; of starting 
somewhere for a bath; of reaching the place, 
and finding such a delightful breeze low- 
ing, and the air so pure and comfortable that the 
desire for a bath vanishes. There must have been 
some of this feeling yesterday, for, though the air 
in the streets was up to Summer pitch, very few 
women availed themselves of the chance to take 
the first swim of the season. Inallthe eight pub- 
lic baths that were opened to the public yesterday 
not more than a thousand women, so far as could 
be learned were in the water. There is no denying 
the fact that the women showed their sense in 
staying away, for the water is still too cold for 
comfort. It is warm enough, and has been for 
several weeks, to please the toughened skins of 


‘ bootblacks and wharf rats, but for ordinary human 


beings it is still too cold, and contains strong re- 
minders of rheumatism and stiff joints. It takes at 
least a month of warm weather to bring the water 
up to such a point that it is any pleasure to swim in 
it: and these four weeks of warm weather we have 
not vet had. 

Of the eight public baths that wore opened yes- 
terday five are onthe East River and three on the 
Hudson. Those on the East River are at Gouver- 
neur-street, Fifth-street, Nineteenth-street, Thirty- 
seventh-atreet, and One Hundred and Twelfth- 
street. Those on the Hudson are at the Battery, 
Bethune-street, and Fifty-first-street. Above Fifty- 
first-street, on the North River, the people are offi- 
cially supposed to be either soclean that they do not 
need bathing, or so depraved that they would not 
bathe anyhow, 80 no baths are provided for them. 
A Tres reporter who visited several of the bath- 
houses yesterday, found them bright and fresh 
with new paint, and all scrupulously neat and clean. 
There was not a speck of dirt to be seen anywhere. 
They are all arranged to contain from three to four 
feet of water, and it would take avery short per- 
son Indeed to be in any danger of drowning at this 
depth. The bath at the Battery had, as usual more 
visitors than any of the others. There is a preju- 
dice in fayor of this bath, because the water is 
thought to be fresher and cleaner here than fur- 
ther up the rivers. This house is under the charge, 
of Mrs. Fernandez and as- 
sistant Miss Harney. Both are accomplished swim- 
mers, and they have their hands full keeping every- 
thing in order. The hardest thing for them to 
keep in order isa crowd of bathers. The swim- 
mers want to dive, splash each other, pelt each 
other with towels, or to lounge around after being 
dressed, and all these things are strictly prohibited 
by the inexorable rules. There were several hun- 
dred bathers atthe Battery bath yesterday, but 
its capacity was not taxed. During iast yearthere 
were over 600,000 bathers there, and 3,500,000 in all 
the public baths. The bath at Fifty-first-street, North 
River, had fewer visitors than any of the others. 
Superintendent James McCartney has appointed a 
number of women, all good swimmers, to take 
care of the women bathers. To-day half the small 
boys in New-York will change their appearance by 
taking a plunge. The usual accounts were given 
yesterday of the elegant ladies who drive down in 
fine carriages to take aswim inthe public baths. 
Anybody who has seen the elegant ladies driving 
in fine carriages tothe Police stations on a Win- 
ter’s night to get a comfortable lodging will be pre- 
pared to believe this harmless story.

BROOKLYN’S BAD STREETS 


_@——— 


DANGEROUS T0 LIFE AND LIMB 
AND DIRTY AS WELL. 
STREET COMMISSIONER: - FRENCH THWARTED 

IN HI8 ATTEMPTS TO IMPROVE THEM— 
MAYOR HOWELL POSING AS A NOBLE 
REFORMER—AN IMMEDIATE EXPENDI- 

TURE OF MONEY DEMANDED. | 


The condition of the streets of Brooklyn is 
the constant subject of complaints by residents of 
that city. Asfarasthe matter of repairs is con- 
cerned, the thoroughfares of Brooklyn are far be- 


hind those of New-York, while in the matter of 
cleanliness they are in little if any better condition. 
The present appropriation for cleaning the streets 
of that city, including the removal of ashes, is $70,- 
000 @ year, a sum inadequate for the purpose 
at best, but altogether insufficient while the streets 
are sO much ovtof repair as they are at present. 
Politics, as usual, seems to beat the bottom of 
the trouble. While the citizens, without regard to 


party, are clamoring for clean and safe streets, the 
Democratic ring politician who occupies the 
Mayor’s chair, intent only on seeking re-election 
by means of bogus cries of reform, the intent of 
which is to deceive the tax-payers, has set himself 


to the task of vilifying Mr. John French, the 


Republican Commissioner of City Works. Mayor 


Howell has at his command the means cf making 
his attacks on Mr. French public. On Tuesday of 
thfs week he caused to be published the grossiy 
talse statement that Mr. Frenchhad at his disposal 
the sum of $140,000 for repairing the streets of the 
City during the current year, and that the Com- 
missioner had asked an additional $100,000 from 
the Board of Estimate for the same purpose. The 
fact isthat the appropriation is but $40,000, while 
there are in Brooklyn 40 more miles of paved 
streets than are contained in New-York south of the 
Harlem River. Many of the streets of Brooklyn 
are absolutely impassable for vehicles, while others, 
because of ruts and broken pavements, areina 
positively dangerous condition. : 

When Mr. Howell’s friends of the ring had con- 
trol of the Board of City Works, large sums of 
money were annually appropriated for the repair 
of the streets, as will be seen from the following 
statement of moneys expended on street repairs 
yearly since 1872: 1878, $171,198 90; 1875, $121,937 16; 
1877, $126,162 53; 1874, $177,299 81; 1876, $124.468 79: 
1878, $82,441 25; 1879, $58,647 06; 1880, $49,656 43. 
Those familiar with Brooklyn politics will under- 
stand the gradual decrease in the size of the ap- 
propriations as the grip of the ring was 
weakened on the Board of City Works from 

ear to year. Had the money appropriated 

een spent legitimately, the streets might 
be kept in repair now for a comparatively 
small sum, but when the ring had control the De- 
partment of City Works was fairly sconeycombed 
with sinecures, and the streets were allowed in 


great partto take care of themselves. Since Mr. 
French's advent to office as sole head of the De- 
partment of City Works the sinecures have been 
abolished and expenses reduced in all directions, 


notwithstanding that every obstacle has been 
a an in the way of the Commissioner by Mayor 
owelil. 

Recently Chief Engineer Van Buren, at Mr. 
French’s request, made a careful examination of 
the streets and found thatit would teke at least 
$70,000 to put them in safe and passable condition. 


Mr. Van Buren has been connected with the de- 
partment in a subordinate position for years, and 


although a Democrat never took any active part 
in politics. He could, therefore, have no object in 
misrepresenting the condition of affairs. He 
frankly told Mr. French that were hea contractor 
he would not undertake to put the streets in proper 
condition for that sum, but that the amount would 
be sufficient to render them safe. Heretofore un- 
der ring rule the estimate for street repairing was 
putinin bulk. Mr. Van Buren furnished lists of 
the streets and the cost of repairing each, In his 
report Mr. Van Buren says: 


“I find the streets in a bad condition, The worst 
streets are found where the poorer peopie live, and in 
many of the out-of-the-way streets the curb and gut- 
ter are lying in disorder, and the filth and stagnant 

ols of water make the streets unfit for people to 

iveinthem. The pavements of the ratiroad com- 
panies are generally bad, and along the sides of such 
avenues as Park-avenue, Dekalb-avenue, Fifth-ave- 
nue, Third-avenue, and other railroad streets, the 
pavement is almost impassable. I have not estimated 
upon such streets for a complete repair, but have 
simply named a sum sufficient to repair the worst 
blocks. The macadam on Grand and Metropolitan 
avenues is badly cut up. It will be necessary to place 
about six inches of new macadam upon the roadway 
of these avenues. There is a great deal of heavy travel 
upon these important thoroughfares. Baahwiekave- 
nue from Myrtie outis a dirt road. The roadway should 
be thoroughly repaired with gravel and the gutters 
cleaned out. The granite pavements need considera- 
tion. There are a great many settlements over sewers, 
water-pipes, connections, &c., that should be repaired. 
The same can be said in reference to the Belgian pave- 
ments. The workinthe greater partof the cobble- 
paved streets was very indifferently done, and in 
many of them the stones used are better fitted for 
building than for street-paving. In my estimates for 
repairing these streets, I have not calculated upon re- 
placing the large stones with smaller ones; if the city 
should decid> to do so, it would add 50 per cent. to the 
cost of making the repairs. I havein no case esti- 
mated for repaving any street from curb to curb. 
There are many streets throughout- the city, however, 
that require to be s0 repaved, but I have not included 
such work in the estimates I now submit.” 

Mr. Van Buren further says that the streets are 
in such a condition that if delay occurs in repairing 
them the ultimate cost to the city will be 
much greater. Mayor Howell, it will be seen, 
while throwing dirt through his organ at the Re- 
publican Commissioner of City Works, is literally. 
as well as figuratively, throwing dust in the eyes of 
the people by his efforts to prevent, under the 

uise of economy and reform, an appropriation 

eing made sufficient to put the streets in a proper 
condition of repair. For every accident to person 
or property arising from the dangerous condition 
of the streets the city is liable to be mulcted in 
heavy damages, but this important fact weighs 
nothing with the Mayor so long as there is the 
slightest chance of his deceiving the people by pos- 
ing in the attitude of’s reformer. 


LEVY CHARGED WITH BIGAMY.

HE IS ARRESTED ON COMPLAINT OF GI8 
FORMER WIFE, 


Levy, the cornet-player, is again in trouble. 
His residence at One Hundred and Twenty-eighth- 
street and Sixth-avenue was invaded on Tuesday 
morning by Deputy Sheriff Chambers, who took 
him into custody on an order of arrest issued by 
Judge Truax, of the Superior Court, in compliance 
with the prayer of Emily Levy, who olaims tu be 
the cornetist’s wife, and who has begun asuit 
against him for absolute divorce and alimony. 
The plaintiff arrived here from London about two 
weeks ago, and at once instructed Mr. John A. 
Ballestier to begin legal proceedings against Levy. 
In her complaint she avers she was married to 
Isaac Levy on Aug. 29, 1860, in the parish church of 
St. George’s, Hanover-square, Middlesex, Lon- 
don; that the issue of the union was 
two children—Charlotte, now aged 16 years, 
and Robert, who —ihas just completed 
his fourteenth year; that the plaintiff has cause to 
believe that Levy has committed adultery with 
Mary Anna Conway, and has lived with her in 
adulterous intercourse since 1877, and that he has 
also been guilty of the same offense with other 
women in New-York and Philadelphia. She also 
avers that, according to the terms of a deed of uep- 
eration executed between herself and Levy on 
Oct. 31, 1873, he agreed to pay her £14 a month for 
the support of herself and the children, on condi- 
tion that she would not molest him or compel him 
to live with her again. From October, 1873, to No- 
vember, 1876, the payments were made with rea- 
sonable punctuality. After the latter date they 
were made very irregularly, and ceased entirely in 
March, 1879. Since November, 1876, Mrs. Levy al- 
leges, the cornetist, although in receipt of 
an average annual income of about $12,000, 
transmitted to her only £204 of the £770 due 
to her under the terms of the deed of separation. 
Soon after her arrival here Mrs. Levy directed Mr. 
Ballestier, her attorney, to call on Levy for a set- 
tlement of the account. The lawyer obeyed her 
instructions, and was informed by the defendant 
that a part of the money claimed had become due 
while he was traveling in Australia, and that as his 
engagements then had not been remunerative he 
had found it impossible to continue the payments 
with regularity. He declined to make good the 
amount of the arrears, but intimated that he was 
wiiling to begin anew with the monthly install- 
ments. His additional remarks on the occasion of 
the lawyer’s visit are thus given in the affidavit 
accompanying the petition of the plaintiff for ali- 
mony: “Ido not intend to be annoyed by this 
matter. Ihave let Mrs. Levy keep the children, 
and she ought not to trouble me to pay 
this back money. But I have this to 
say—that if she does trouble me _ with 
our old matters. or with any lawsuit, I will simply 
leave New-York and the United States and go 
where she will not trouble me. My profession is 
such that it does not compel me to remain in New- 
York, for with my talent and reputation I can 
make a living anywhere. You can tell Mrs. Levy 
and her friends that I will pay the allowance under 
this paper hereafter if Iam able to, but if she at- 
tempts to force me to pay anything, or brings any 
suits against me, I will go away where the New- 
York courts cannot reach me, and judgment 
against me will not be worth a cent, for I have no 
houses or lands, and what I have Ican take with 
me ” 

Accompanying the affidavits of the plaintiff is a 
deposition sworn to by Mr. Ballestier to the effect 
that Levy’s remarks are correctly quoted by her. 
The Mary Anna Conway alluded to in the com- 
plaint is the lady to whom the defendant was 
married about five years ago. She is a daughter of 
the late Mr. and Mrs. F. B. Conway, and wasa 
popular actress before her marriage. Levy _fur- 
nished $2,500 bail yesterday afternoon at the Sher- 


uff's office. i

IMMENSE NEW STRUOTURES. 


—_——_—»———— 
MR. MILLS’S NEW OFFICE BUILDING—THE 


NEW PRODUCE EXCHANGE, 


The new office building now in course of 
erection for D. O. Millis will have a frontage of 163 
feet 646 inches on Broad-street, 100 feet 95¢ inches 
on Exchange-place, and 28 feet 114¢ inches on Waill- 
street. The Wall-street frontage will come out 
between the buildings of the Mechanics’ Bank and 
the Queen Insurance Company. The remainder 
will occupy the north-east corner of Broad-street 
and Exchange-place, extending northward on the 


former street as far as the Drexel Building. The 
new edifice will be ten stories bigh, with two addi- 
tional stories forming a sort of square tower over 
the centre and intended for the water tanks and 
for the use of the janitor. The architecture will be 
of acomposite character and will present a very 
attractive appearance. The basement will be of 
granite, the first story of Belleville stone, and the 
upper part of brick and Belleville stone, with 
ornamental terra-cotta panels, The Wall-street 
building will be surmounted by a peaked roof. The 

rincipal entrance will be in the centre of the 

road-street front. There will be a court-yard 30 
feet wide, covered by a glazed roof at the top of 
the first story. The main staircase will be inside 
this court-yard, and will have stone steps, with 
polished granite pilasters and stone cornices. The 
grade of the two streets is such that the first floor 
on the Broad-street side will be on a level with the 
street on the Wall-street side. The basement will 
be divided into offices for bankers and brokers. On 
the first floor will be large banking offices. The 
second floor will be laid out in large offices for rail- 
road companies and other corporations. The floors 
above will be composed of offices of the ordinary 
size. The building will probably contain more 
offices than any other in theCity. There will be 
four elevators on the Broad-street end and two in 
the Wall-street part, and the building throughout 
will be fitted with every appropriate convenience 
known to science. Mr. George B. Post, the archi- 
tect, says that oneof his principal objects was to 


make it thoroughly fire-proof. The structure, with- 
out the ground, will cost $1,000,000. 

The Building Committee of the Produce Ex- 
change have made a report to the members, in the 
course of which, in speaking of the new building, 
they say: “The total cost of the real estate ac- 
quired is about $670,000. The dimensions of the 
building will be about 300 feet in the front and 
rear, about 150feet in depth, and about 110 feet in 
height. The style of architecture will be a modi- 
fied Renaissance. The materials will be brick, 
stone, terra-cotta, and iron. The lower story, to- 
gether with the four stories over the Exchange 
floor, will be designed for office and revenue pur- 

oses. The main or Exchange story will he 50 to 65 

eet in height, and the building will be fire-proof 
throughout. Amp stair and elevator accommoda- 
tions will be provided, and heating and ventilating 
will receive careful attention. A private court will 
extend from Stone-street to Marketfield-street, and 
a public street, in lieu of that part of Marketfield- 
street which is closed, will extend from Marketfield 
to Beaver street. both in the immediate rear of the 
building. Owtng to the increased value of building 
materials, the advance in mechanics’ wages, and 
the growing desire of the members that the new 
Exchange should be worthy the commercial Me- 


tropolis of the United States, and for the further 
reason that the Board of Managers have paced at 
the disposal of the committee the sum of $300,000 
in addition to the amount named in the original 
chart of instructions, the committee decided to use 
iron throughout the building in lieu of a cheaper 
material, and produce effects from exterior decora- 
tion which at first were not contemplated. 

“It is exceedingly difficult to state definitely the 
cost of such amammoth undertaking; but the com- 


mittee will venture to express the hope that, if the 


sum total, irrespective of the land, shall not greatly 
exceed $1,000,000, the members of the Exchange 
will not be disappointed. When completed, the 
building should prove a good investment. Parts 
of the premises have been already rented—the 
north-east section of the ground floor to the 
Maritime Exchange. and part of the north- 
west section of the same floor to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company. If the 
balance of the space set apart for purposes 
of revenue can be rented upon a like basis, 
(and there is no reason why It should not,) there 
will remain ample accommodations for all Ex- 
change purposes, including the main hail. reading- 
room, library, committee rooms, &c., and an in- 
come estimated at from $70,000to $90,000 per an- 
num, and a, much more. The work of re- 
moving the old buildings has already commenced, 
and, when completed, the work of construction 
will at once begin. The committee has every con- 
fidence in the energy and enterprise of its archi- 
tect; and although it is not promised that the 
whole building will be ready for occupancy on the 
ist of May, 1882, yet so hopeful is the prospect of 
its rapid progress that the Maritime Exchange has 
beed guaranteed its premises on that date.”’

THE DOG-CATCHER ABROAD.

HOW THE UNLICENSED DOGS WILL END 


THEIR DAYS. 


Dogs have no right to live after the Ist of 
June, according to the Mayor, unless they are 
wealthy enough to wearacollar with a brass cer- 
tificate of license attached toit. The ‘‘close sea- 


son”’ for dogs in New-York began yesterday and the 
pound was opened. In this institution last year 
over 8,000 dogs were put to death, and there was 
thus destroyed more inteliigence, more faithfulness, 
and more common sense than ever bothered some 
of their persecutors. 

The pound was empty yesterday, but the 15 dog- 
catchers are to go to work immediately, and it will 
soon have some boarders. Itis under the charge 
of Capt. John McMahon and several assistants, 
who have made very complete arrangements for 
the capture and slaughter of unclaimed dogs. 
There is an office in front with a big sign on it, 
“Department of Dogs.’’ This is separated inside 
into two parts by a railing. The officers of the 
concern are on one side of the railing, and a police- 
man and the indignant public are on the other side. 
In the reception room, to which the better dogs 
are taken, are 130 kennels, each supplied with a 
chain. Troughs run around the ends of these ken- 
nels, containing constantly four inches of water, 
to supply thirsty dogs with a drink. At one end of 
the room are two large private kennels for the ac- 
commodation of such fancy dogs as may be picked 
up. There is a pen at one side, just the size of the 
iron cage, in which the dogs are drowned. This is 
filled with the poor creatures, and they are then 
driven into thecage. The cage rests upon a little 
car, which is runto the water’s edge. Over the 
edge of the river hangsa derrick, from the cross- 
beam of which dangles a bigiron hook. The hook 
is fastened in an iron ring in the top of the 
cage, which is then hoisted with a rope and pulley 
till it is clear of the car, when it is swung over the 
river and lowered. Insix minutes the dogs delight 
to bark and bite no longer, and the cage is hoisted 
upagain, Their dead bodies are taken to Barren 
Island where they are ‘*manufactured”’ into vari- 
ous articles. Just what those articles are, perhaps 
it is better for the public not to conjecture. The
